Address of the Grand Orator 


Grand Master William L. Dill presented Thomas W. Gregory, Past 
Grand Master who delivered the following address: 


The Attentive Ear 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Past Grand Masters, Grand Lodge Officers, 


Distinguished Guests, and my Brethren all. 


My task today is to take you to the core of our great Fraternity, that gentle craft 
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that has made such a difference in the world throughout history, and that continues 
to make life better for its adherents and the beneficiaries of their benevolence and 
example. 


We all see Freemasonry through different eyes, but our experience with the 
Fraternity convinces us of its relevance in modern society. Today more than ever, 
the world has need of good men. Character and love for their fellow man distinguish 
Freemasons amidst a society where honesty and plain dealing are the exception rather 
than the rule. 


However it seems that some men enter our Fraternity, spend years as members, 
and never learn much about it. Many of us just don't read anything — not even a 
newspaper. But we all have ears, hopefully attentive ears, so this morning I will choose 
to look at our ritual as the primary source of my comments. It is, after all, the ritual 
that continues to guide us through our lives as Masons. It teaches us not to aspire to be 
better than other men, but indeed, to be better than ourselves. 


The second question in our Entered Apprentice Catechism is “ What came you here 
to do?” Why are you here? — in this place, at this time? For what purpose? The answer 
I believe Is in three parts: “To learn, to subdue my passions, and improve myself in 
Masonry”. To learn - If we are Freemasons, we are about learning. We cannot improve 
ourselves or others without the process of teaching and learning. So what is it that we 
are supposed to learn and teach? 


We are told that Freemasonry is “A beautiful system of morality, veiled in allegory, 
and illustrated by symbols”. A system of morality. Not a religion, but a plan to live by 
that stresses morality amidst all mankind. 


I sometimes am convinced that many of us do not listen to the ritual, and in many 
cases we don’t even listen to the words in our obligations. We hear, but we do not listen. 
These are not empty phrases or high-sounding platitudes. Indeed, these words take us 
to the very substance of our Fraternity. Though often ignored, our ritual tells us all we 
need to know about this Fraternity to which we belong. But my Brethren, there is a lot 
of difference between hearing and listening. There is unfortunately a lack of respect for 
our ritual among some members of the Craft. I heard a Mason once say, “If you’ve seen 
one Third Degree, you’ve seen them all!” Really? I see something vitally important in 
every Degree I attend, and like many of you I have attended hundreds. 


It’s in the eyes of the candidate as he awakens to what he is being taught, and 
it’s in the eyes of our members as they recount the experience that has made such a 
difference in their lives. 


There’s the old story about the newly made Entered Apprentice who came home 
after his initiation and faced a question from his wife “Well, what did you learn tonight?” 
He responded that he learned that there were three types of Masons - Walkers, Talkers, 
and Holy Men! The Walkers walk you around the room. The Talkers talk to you, and the 
Holy Men - they are the older men on the sideline with a blue border on their aprons - 
they hold their heads in their hands, and repeat “Oh my God, Oh my God!” 


If we want to know what Masonry really is, all we need to do is listen to what it is 
attempting to teach us through the ritual. It’s as simple as that. 


Back when this body of men was considering the Recognition of the Most Worshipful 
Prince Hall Grand Lodge of North Carolina It was not difficult to understand what the 
Masonic approach to this question should be. Our ritual teaches us that “Masonry unites 
men of every country, sect, and opinion.” It does not tell us that it divides men. Our 
ritual teaches us that “every person has a claim upon our kind offices”, and that “it is 
the internal and not the external qualifications of a man that should recommend him to 
be made a Mason”. So why did we have to deliberate so long and with such emotion on 
a question that was answered for us hundreds of years ago? Because men espouse one 
thing and do another. That’s our nature. We hear a message at our House of Worship, 
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we read our Book of Sacred Law, and we often do the exact opposite of what we were 
taught. Regretfully, we Masons often act contrary to what Freemasonry teaches us as 
well. 


Brethren, we are all rough ashlars, trying to move toward a state of perfection that 
we will never achieve here on earth. 


Our ritual teaches us that the tenants of a Mason's profession are "Brotherly Love, 
Relief, and Truth". 


We are taught that through the exercise of Brotherly love, we are to regard all 
human beings as one family — the high and the low, the rich and the poor. We are told 
in our closing charge that “every human being has a claim upon our kind offices — do 
good unto all". 


Brethren, whether we like it or not, Masonry is very clear on how we should treat 
our fellow man. We should love our fellow man regardless of his skin color, his religion, 
his nationality, his economic status, or his political affiliation. So that means that 
discrimination against ethnic groups and persons of another religion are unmasonic. If 
you are a Mason, you must love your fellow man — not some of them, not just those who 
look like you, think like you, worship like you, live near you, vote like you, or talk like 
you, but all of them. 

If you are a Mason, you must be charitable — you must be. With your time and 
your money as you are able. Many say Masonry is not a charity — I think that's true, 
but Masons are charitable, or they are not Masons. "The form of a Lodge is an oblong 
between north and south, and from east to west, and from earth to heaven. It is 
symbolically said to be of such vast dimension as to denote the universality of Masonry, 
and that a Mason's charity should be equally extensive." It is indisputably clear that 
we are to be charitable. 


We are also taught that "truth is a divine attribute, and the foundation of every 
virtue." “To be good and true is the first lesson we are taught in Masonry." So If you are 
a Mason, your word is your bond, and you're honest in your dealing with others — even 
if that honesty costs you dearly. 


We know that we are not to speak evil of the good name of a brother or that of his 
family, but many of us know we fail in that regard. We know that we are charged to 
aid a fallen Brother, but often when one of our Brothers falls, we are not there to help 
support him, but we are there to join the pack of hounds that chase and tear at him for 
his transgression. 


The words "Friendship, Morality, and Brotherly Love" are repeated time and time 
again in our ritual as to emphasize their importance to a Master Mason. These three 
Jewels merit our devoted attention. Hopefully we all know what it is like to have a 
friend, more important is that we are compelled to be a friend to those around us. 
We cannot escape the word Morality. We sometimes don't like that word — perhaps 
it sounds self-righteous or judgmental. Whose morality? Or what brand or fashion 
of morality? It is the morality of Masonry, and it is clear and directly taught by our 
ritual. It is as defined as the square of virtue is defined in our ritual. But we are not 
about applying the Square of Virtue to our fellow man — we are about applying it to the 
man in the mirror — ourselves. Brethren If you are wearing a ring with the square & 
compasses, remember that it is not intended to show others that you are a member of 
the Fraternity. It is intended to be a reminder to each of us that we are held to high 
moral values - that we are not striving to be better than someone else - we are striving 
to be better than ourselves! We should never forget, no matter our walk in life, that we 
are Masons. 

Grand Master Dill has dedicated his life to education, and he clearly understands 
that with ignorance comes all the dark passions of man. He has traveled throughout 
our Jurisdiction this year, encouraging our membership to educate itself as regards 
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this Fraternity and it’s ideals. Our Grand Master’s words must be heeded if we are to 
become what we profess to be. 


Freemasonry encourages all that is good, kind, and charitable, and reproves all 
that is vicious, cruel, and oppressive. Our hearts should be full of love, and hatred 
should have no place there. Hatred is contrary to our Masonic teaching. 


Things are not always what they seem, and to the newly-made Mason or to the 
Mason who has not been taught, the tolerance of our Fraternity can be overlooked or 
even omitted. 


There is a story about a fellow in Ohio who had an oil well in his backyard. It 
pumped 24 hours a day, and while it did not yield a lot of oil It provided additional 
income which really helped the family. Well, one day the well caught fire, and the call 
went out for help. The man offered a $20,000 reward for anyone who could put out 
the fire. Local volunteer fire departments tried to no avail. One day a volunteer fire 
department from a small town 100 miles north showed up. Sirens blaring, and lights 
flashing It barreled into the backyard where the oil well was located, and drove right 
up to the fire — almost into the fire! The firemen on board jumped out immediately 
and threw themselves into fighting the fire. With water, sand, and blankets, they 
extinguished the fire at great risk to life and limb. Later, as they were awarded the 
$20,000 check in front of the TV cameras, the oil well owner asked how the small 
department planned to use the reward? The chief answered without hesitation, “The 
first thing we're going to do is fix the brakes on that truck!” 


So things are not always as they seem. Though we may not always appear to be a 
tolerant organization, Freemasonry is indeed, tolerant to the core. 


Though we are sometimes criticized for our tolerance It is an important part of 
the philosophy of our Fraternity. Every good man who has a belief in a Supreme Being 
is welcome into our Fraternity. Today our world is torn by religious strife — religion 
against religion. Masonry is the one organization where men of every religion are 
welcome, and in a very real way Freemasonry may be the one solution to the warring 
that plagues mankind. Masons are Christians, Jews, Moslems, Hindus, Buddhists, 
Zoroastrians, and any number of other religions. I have had the honor of sitting in 
Lodges in India, where there were nine different books of Sacred Law on the altar. In 
Israel today, Christians, Jews, and Arabs meet in tiled Lodges in peace and brotherhood 
while the world outside is in conflict. The ability of men of different religions to sit in 
Lodge together as equals makes our Fraternity truly unique as an organization. 


We all know of Dan Brown, the novelist who wrote "The Da Vinci Code", *Angels 
and Demons", and "The Lost Symbol". I want to read a letter dated October 6, 2009 to 
you that he wrote to the Supreme Council of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry, Southern Jurisdiction. 


Guests of the Southern Jurisdiction, 


It is my great honor to be invited to greet you via this letter. I 
had hoped I might be able to join you in person tonight but the 
launch of my novel The Lost Symbol has me far from Washington. 


In the past few weeks, as you might imagine I have been 
repeatedly asked what attracted me to the Masons so strongly as 
to make it a central point of my new book. My reply is always the 
same: "In a world where men do battle over whose definition of God 
is most accurate I cannot adequately express the deep respect and 
admiration I feel toward an organization in which men of differing 
faiths are able to ‘break bread together’ in a bond of brotherhood, 
friendship, and camaraderie." 


Please accept my humble thanks for the noble example you set 
for humankind. It is my sincere hope that the Masonic community 
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recognizes The Lost Symbol for what it truly is...an earnest 
attempt to reverentially explore the history and beauty of Masonic 
Philosophy.

Our ritual tells us that Freemasonry “conciliates true friendship among those 
who might otherwise have remained at a perpetual distance." So the wonder of our 
Fraternity is not that we are all the same, but that we are indeed the brotherhood of 
man under the fatherhood of God. Masonry celebrates its diversity, and as Masons we 
are called to practice the tolerance we are taught in the Lodge room outside in the world. 
Dan Brown calls this a noble example - and it is - a noble example that sets us apart, 
and that we are charged as Masons to perpetuate. 


My Brethren I'm not preaching to you as if I am doing all the right things. I'm 
not. I have violated my obligations on any number of occasions as I suspect some of you 
have. Ithink it's important that we know we fall short and that we need to strive to be 
the best Mason we can be. This has to start with our knowing what this thing — this 
Freemasonry is to which we belong and have pledged to stand to and abide by. The 
words of our ritual mean exactly what they say — no more — no less. If you call yourself 
a Freemason If I call myself a Freemason, then you and I had best be about the business 
of Freemasonry. We don't get to decide what that business is — that's already decided. 
In our installation ceremony, we learn that it is not within the power of any man or 
assembly of men to make innovation in the system of Freemasonry. That means we 
don't pick and choose what part of this system of morality we want to follow and what 
we want to avoid. We are bound by its sublime precepts. 


"Tools and Implements of Architecture, and symbolic emblems most expressive, are 
used to impress upon the mind wise and serious truths, and thus, through a succession 
of ages are transmitted unimpaired the most valuable tenants of our institution." 


So my Brothers, the good news is this — that we are all blessed to be a part of this 
Gentle Craft that has nurtured men and taught them its valuable precepts and tenants 
for at least the last almost 700 years. We are its students, and we are its teachers. 
We must carry its lessons pure and undefiled into another century, and though the 
Fraternity continues to change and evolve as it must remain relevant in our society 
Its principals of friendship, morality, and brotherly love are to remain steadfast and 
unchanging against a world of hatred, prejudice, and division. 


There is nothing wrong with Freemasonry, but there is sometimes something 
wrong with us. We must all rise to the occasion of our Masonic membership, not pull 
Masonry down to the level where we sometimes reside. 


We all once stood in the northeast corner of a Lodge where we were told, “ You there stand as a 
just and upright Mason, and I give it you strictly in charge ever to walk and act as such". 


My Brethren, there was no time limit on that charge. It was not a suggestion, but a strict 
admonition for each of us to get our act together and be just and upright throughout our lives. In 
short, to be Masons. 


How should we act? As Masons. 

How should we treat those of another religion? As Masons 
How should we treat the poor, the elderly, the child? As Masons 
How should we live our lives? As Masons 


My Brethren, thank you for being the Masons you are, and thank you for your dedication to 
ever walk and act as such. 


My good friends, and my good brothers, may the blessings of heaven rest upon us and all regular 
Masons, may brotherly love prevail, and every moral and social virtue cement us.

Report of the Grand Historian 


The following report of the Grand Historian was received, entered 
on the record. 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


North Carolina's Grand Lodge is the proud possessor of a second work of art as a 
gift from Harvey Wade Smith, 1908-1976, of Beaufort, NC, grand master of Masons in 
North Carolina, 1960-1961. In addition to the late Renaissance painting “The Building 
of King Solomon's Temple” by the Flemish artist Stradanus, described in last year's 
proceedings, MW Smith donated In 1972, a capo-di-monte porcelain grouping “The 
Last Supper” by the 20th century artist, Bruno Merli of Milan Italy. There is a story, 
perhaps apocryphal, that MW Brother Smith found the porcelain piece in New Orleans, 
Louisiana and, because of its extremely delicate condition, had it shipped to North 
Carolina in a taxi. 


This magnificent porcelain sculpture in the capo-di-monte (mountain top) 18th 
century rococo style originally made the Kingdom of Naple, measures 36 inches in 
length, 18 inches in width and 17 1/2 inches in height. It is based loosely on Leonardo da 
Vinci's famed "Last Supper" painted, 1495-1498, on the refectory wall of the Monastery 
of Santa Maria delle Grazie in what was then the Duchy of Milan. Like da Vinci's, 
Merli's concept of the event, contrary to most other depictions of the last supper Is not 
concerned with the institution of the Eucharist, that relatively calm scene surrounding 
the giving of the bread and wine. Rather it is based on the passage that occurs in the 
"Gospel" of John, chapter 13, verse 21 In which Christ says, "Verily, verily I say unto 
you, that one of you shall betray me." This situation was used by da Vinci and Merli 
to give rise to twelve different reactions among the disciples and thus to express both 
artist's Intense interest in the variances of human emotion. 


The scene is Jerusalem in the upper room during the celebration of the Jewish 
feast of Passover. Two wooden tables covered with white linen cloths have been pulled 
together and strewn with bowls, plates, cups, wine and water jugs and round loafs of 
bread. Christ In the center Is surrounded by his disciples, six on either side. All are 
dressed in period robes, girdles and sandals. Both da Vinci's and Merli's renditions 
portray the reaction given by each disciple when Jesus makes his announcement. 
However, except for Judas and Thomas, Merli's disciples react differently from those 
in da Vinci's painting although they all respond to the news with various degrees of 
puzzlement, concern, amazement, shock, anger, sorrow and other emotions. 


In Merli's sculpture, the disciples are arranged in groups of three, their names 
incised on the plinth beneath them. They are, from left to right, Bartholomew, sitting 
at the end of the table, lost in deep, pensive thought. James Minor holds his hands 
downward, palms facing outward In a gesture which seems to say: “How can this 
be?" while Andrew, wringing his hands together in hopelessness and consternation, 
turns his eyes towards heaven. Judas, Peter, and John follow. Judas, like da Vinci's 
betrayer, recoils violently at his plans being discovered, clutching his right hand around 
a bag presumably containing the 30 pieces of silver, his face a mask of rage, guilt and 
determination. Peter In age one of the older apostles and perhaps hard of hearing, has 
asked the youthful John, who is seated next to Christ, to repeat what Jesus has said. 
Consequently, John leans close to the older man's ear while Peter listens, stroking his 
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beard and looking suspiciously at Judas. 


In da Vinci's painting Christ is seated at the table but in our sculpture, He stands 
erect amid the disciples, staring straight ahead, holding pieces of broken bread in his 
hands perhaps to symbolize his body that is about to be betrayed. On his left Thomas, 
ever the doubter, holds his right index finger up as if to say "You mean only one of us 
will betray you?" while James Major is so clearly agitated that he pushes out with both 
hands in a gesture of rejection of the very thought of what will happen. Philip, on the 
other hand, points to his own breast as if to say "Is it I Lord? Am I the one?"Finally. 
Matthew and Thaddeus converse heatedly while Simon the Zealot sits at the end of the 
table, opposite Bartholomew In solemn reflection at the prophetic words. Beneath the 
table, on the plinth Is an escutcheon or coat of arms supported by two putti (cherubs). 


Our porcelain sculpture is signed B. Merli and was made in a limited edition of 
88 It is currently housed in the lobby or "living room" of the Grand Lodge building in 
Raleigh along with the portraits of Grand Masters and in the presence of the wonderful 
murals, painted by Allyn Cox, depicting scenes of early North Carolina Masonic history. 
Originally, the west wall of this beautifully proportioned room was glass, admitting 
light, and allowing a panoramic view of the Grand Lodge's lovely landscaped rear 
yard ringed with stately magnolia trees. Unfortunately, some years ago, that glass 
was removed and replaced with a solid wall making the room dark and uninviting. It 
is the ardent hope of this Grand Historian that this glass and magnificent vista can 
be restored in future years, thus reestablishing architectural integrity to the superb 
example of mid-20th century “modern” style that the Grand Lodge building represents. 
After all, how do we as Masons answer that question posed in each catechism: What do 
we most desire?

Report of the Committee on Fraternal Correspondence 

The following report of the Lodge Service Commission was 
received, and entered on the record.

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To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During the past year, formal requests for recognition have been received from 
four grand lodges. This Grand Lodge subscribes to the services of the Commission on 
Information for Recognition of the Conference of Grand Masters in North America to 
gather information and investigate whether the grand lodge in question satisfies the 
conditions of regularity. The Commission's guidelines or Standards for Recognition are 
as follows: 


* Legitimacy of Origin 
* Exclusive Territorial Jurisdiction, except by mutual consent and/or treaty 
* Adherence to the Ancient Landmarks — specifically, a belief in God, the Volume 


of Sacred Law as an indispensable part of the furniture of the lodge, and the 
prohibition of the discussion of politics and religion. 


Serene Grand Lodge of the Republic of San Marino 


The Serene Grand Lodge of the Republic of San Marino Republic was chartered 
by the Grand Lodge of Italy and the Grand Lodge of the District of Columbia on April 
3, 2003. This is a very small jurisdiction comprised of three lodges. The Commission 
on Information for Recognition of the Conference of Grand Masters in North America 
declares that the Serene Grand Lodge of the Republic of San Marino does meet the 
standards for recognition. 


It is the recommendation of our Committee to approve recognition of this grand 
lodge. 


The delegates granted recognition to the Grand Lodge of the Republic of San 

Marino. 
Grand Lodge of Lithuania 

The Grand Lodge of Lithuania was established by the United Grand Lodges of 
Germany on April 12, 2002. Three lodges chartered by Hamburg Brukenbauer Lodge 
in Germany were the founding lodges for this new grand lodge. The Commission on 
Information and Recognition of the Conference of Grand Masters in North America is of 
the opinion that this grand lodge complies with the standards of recognition. 


It is the recommendation of our Committee to approve recognition of this grand 
lodge. 


The delegates granted recognition to the Grand Lodge of Lithuania 
Grand Lodge of Russia 
The Grand Lodge of Russia was established and consecrated as a regular grand 
lodge by the National Grand Lodge of France (GLNF) on June 24, 1995. While there 
has now been another group that has self proclaimed themselves as the Grand Lodge 
of Russia, the grand lodge headed by Grand Master Andrei Bogdanov is the legitimate 
grand lodge and one that meets the standards of recognition as established. 


It is the recommendation of our Committee to approve the recognition of this grand 
lodge. 


The delegates granted recognition to the Grand Lodge of Russia. 
Grand Lodge of Cyprus 
In 2007, we reported to this Grand Lodge that the Grand Lodge of Cyprus was 
formed from six lodges working under the auspices of the Grand Lodge of Greece, having 
consecrated this grand lodge on January 15, 2006. As reported, the United Grand Lodge 
of England (UGLE) had a district grand lodge operating since 1888 with approximately 
1,000 members. The Grand Lodge of Cyprus claimed exclusive territorial jurisdiction on 
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the island of Cyprus which UGLE did not accept. In 2007 It was our recommendation 
not to extend recognition until the conflict between UGLE and Grand Lodge of Cyprus 
was settled. On June 9, 2010, we received a letter from the UGLE that at their quarterly 
communication, they have granted recognition of the Grand Lodge of Cyprus. 


It is the recommendation of our Committee to now approve the recognition of this 
grand lodge.

Report of the Executive Director of WhiteStone 
The following report of the Executive Director of WhiteStone 
(MESH) was received, entered on the record, and referred to the Board 
of Directors of WhiteStone. 
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To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


It is my honor to submit this report on WhiteStone: A Masonic and Eastern Star 
Community to the Grand Lodge. 


I am pleased to report that our 98 year old community in Greensboro continues to 
make steady progress in its fiscal health, operations, and quality of care and services. 
In 2009, our efforts to stabilize the community’s finances have been productive, with 
WhiteStone for the second straight year being in the black and having positive cash 
flow. The operating income of the community increased from $82,000 in 2008 to over 
$1.5M in 2009. These improving results were achieved primarily due to consistently 
high occupancy, higher investment income, lowering expenses, and bringing the cost 
of charity in line with donations received. Thus far in 2010, these positive fiscal trends 
have continued and we are on track to meet our budgeted goals. 


As our financial situation improves It has allowed our charitable mission at 
WhiteStone to remain strong and generous. WhiteStone currently serves over 270 
residents, of which about 68 require financial assistance. In 2009 the cost of our charity 
remained stable and was approximately $1.5M and WhiteStone collected close to $1.4M 
in contributions, of which donations from Masonic sources totaled over $460,000. We are 
extremely grateful to the members of Grand Lodge and its foundation for its continued 
financial support. Please know that 100% of your contributions go directly to support 
our Brothers and their families, which help pay for their room and board, medical 
supplies, medications, and other medical bills they otherwise could not afford to pay on 
their own. Going forward the level of charity the community continues to provide will be 
dependent on the donations it receives. In other words, the more donations we receive 
the more charity we can give. 


In 2009 we also expanded our charity program to include a new toll-free hotline 
to help Brothers and their families access benefits through Medicaid, Medicare, Home 
Health, and Veteran Affairs. We know how tough accessing these bureaucratic systems 
can be, and our experienced staff can help navigate these systems and get people the 
benefits to which they are entitled in order to make their lives a little more comfortable. 
So far this year we have assisted 22 people and provided over 21 hours of staff support. 


Our outreach program also introduced a medical equipment loan program which 
makes equipment such as scooters, motorized wheelchairs, hospital beds, walkers, etc 
available to for loan to Brothers and family members anywhere in the state who needed 
them. When those people are done using the equipment It is returned to WhiteStone 
and given to another person for reuse. WhiteStone already has in its storage numerous 
pieces of equipment that is available for loan. We are always looking to receive more. 


As an example of this program in action, we recently were able to help a Brother 
in the Eastern part of the state who was the victim of a serious motorcycle accident. As 
a result of a call we received from his lodge, we were able to provide him with a new 
motorized scooter and other needed equipment at no charge, and it was delivered to his 
door by WhiteStone staff. So far this year we have provided over 15 pieces of medical 
equipment to 14 fraternally related people throughout the state. 


Finally, special thanks to Most Worshipful Grand Master William Dill for 
initiating an “adopt a resident” project. Over 40 residents receiving financial assistance 
from WhiteStone were “adopted” by a Brother, lodge, or district and are now directly 
receiving cards, gifts, and money to help make their lives a little brighter. 


In addition to our charity program, we are also working hard to continue to make 
improvements in the services, amenities offered, as well as capital improvements to 
our community. At the end of 2009, work was completed to redo an elevator in Bennett 
residential building as well as install a new chiller that was needed in the Linville 
administration building. Also in December, thanks to the a generous contribution of 
Cary Lodge No. 198, the Care and Wellness Center began the Snoezelin room program, 
which is a multi-sensory room designed to stimulate those with severe cognitive 
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disabilities. In April, a new state of the art fitness center was completed in the Care and 
Wellness Center featuring air compressed weight machines as well as cardio machines, 
which are being well utilized by residents and staff. In late May, the Bennett Building 
received a fresh look, with replacement carpet and paint in its common areas, as well as 
several rooms being combined to create one bedroom suites. In June, Whitestone's main 
dining room began offering a full restaurant style service whereby residents can order 
off the menu rather than “going through the line” and being served buffet style. In early 
July, extensive renovation work began on the Linville Administration building to create 
an exciting new clubhouse for our residents and up-to-date office space for WhiteStone 
staff. By the end of the year, the renovated space will have residents enjoying a new 
library, new game room, lounge, arts and crafts area, as well as resident store. In 
September, work was completed on six new Independent Living Houses and duplexes. 


Our expansion project continues to make steady progress on our new construction 
plans. In May, WhiteStone's board of directors approved the reducing the number of 
independent living units from the original 76 to 46, as well as agreeing to proceed with 
renovation of the main dining room, rotunda, and addition of a multipurpose room and 
bistro area. By reducing the number of units in Phase One It will allow the development 
to proceed sooner and take advantage of historically low interest rates and construction 
costs. During this past summer, WhiteStone Executive Director and Marketing Director 
conducted fraternal workshops in Raleigh, Statesville, Charlotte, and Southern Pines 
area for Masonic members and their families who wanted to learn more about retirement 
living and the WhiteStone campus in Greensboro. If all goes according to plan, the 70% 
pre-sales needed to obtain financing will be achieved in late 2010, construction will 
begin in 2011, and be completed by 2012 in time for our centennial anniversary. 


On behalf of the residents at WhiteStone, we extend sincere gratitude to all of the 
members of the Grand Lodge for your hard work fundraising, the continued financial 
support of the Masonic foundation, and Most Worshipful Grand Master, Grand 
Secretary and the other 12 Masonic Board Members, for their continued support. May 
God continue to bless all of you and our community in Greensboro.

Report of the Committee on WhiteStone 


The following report of the Committee on WhiteStone (MESH) was 
received, entered on the record, and referred to the Board of Directors 
of WhiteStone. 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Things continue to progress and go well at WhiteStone. Over 260 residents from 
our patio homes to our Care and Wellness Center call WhiteStone home. Our licensed 
beds are 9796 full. While donations are slightly down, $1.5 million dollars in charity 
has been distributed among 70 residents who require financial assistance. Through the 
guidance of Bob Gresham and the Board of Directors, WhiteStone is again this year 
operating "in the black." 


Some exciting updates at WhiteStone this past year include the completion of the 
fitness center in April, featuring air-compressed weight machines as well as cardio 
machines. Both staff and residents utilize the facility. We also began the Snoezelin room 
program for Alzheimer's patients and others with severe cognitive disabilities. 


Exciting items ahead include the remodeling of the Linville Administration 
Building, a $2.5-million dollar refurbishing and repurposing of the building. Upon 
completion, the administrative offices will consolidate activities that were, prior to 
remodeling, spread throughout the campus. The remodeling will feature a clubhouse for 
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the residents and office space for the WhiteStone staff as well as several other amenities. 
A groundbreaking was held Saturday, August 14. The remodeling is scheduled to be 
completed by December 2010. 


Progress is continuing on the 46-room construction phase of WhiteStone. Pre- 
construction sales are ongoing. As pre-sales continue on target, construction could begin 
in 2011 and be completed by 2012. 


WhiteStone has recently received a 5-star rating from CMS. This rating is a 
compilation of the facility inspection results, staffing levels, and quality measures, 
resulting in an overall star rating. Only 20% of the facilities in NC are given a 5-star 
rating. This is a testament to the dedicated staff led by Mark Kolada and all of the folks 
at Life Care Services. 


We recommend that all Masons in North Carolina schedule a visit to WhiteStone 
to see for yourself all of the wonderful things going on there.

Report of Administrator of the 
Masonic Home for Children at Oxford 


The following report of the administrator of the Masonic Home for 
Children at Oxford was received, entered on the record, and referred 


to the Board of Directors of The Masonic Home for Children at Oxford. 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Brethren, we ask your help to find children in need of the safe and caring home we 
can provide. It often has been said that our Masonic Home for Children is the Crown 
Jewel of Freemasonry in North Carolina. Through the years, our Brethren have stepped 
forward at critical junctures with the necessary financial and material resources to 
ensure help can be provided for the disadvantaged children. However, our efforts to 
bring more children into care have not been as prominent. 


As excellent as the support for the Home has been, assisting families in need to 
bring their children to us has not received the same emphasis. Prior to government 
support being made readily available to families experiencing financial need in the 
1960s, those seeking admission to our children’s home usually were placed on a waiting 
list until space was available. Since the major welfare changes were implemented, the 
census of the Home has steadily declined, and the majority of the children served have 
been “social orphans” from dysfunctional families. Many families with children who 
need assistance do not know that our services are available to them. We often hear of the 
misperception that only orphans or children with Masonic ties are admitted to MHCO. 
Despite our best efforts and those of many others who believe in the present and future 
value of cur Home, we continue to see a decline in the number of children in our care. In 
a time of economic hardship and declining federal and state budgets, the Masonic Home 
for Children offers to support the needs of children with minimal cost to the families 
and the taxpayers. Nonetheless, federal and state agencies seek our assistance for out- 
of-home placement of disadvantaged children only in unique situations. A visit to our 
Home and with the children in our care will demonstrate that MHCO is a wonderful 
home for children. 


We are at a crossroad, and a major effort from each of us is necessary if we are to

continue to provide care for the same type of children with the same level of service that 
the Home has provided for 138 years. Following the changes in the 1960s, the census of 
the Home dropped below 300 and there was a groundswell of concern to get the census 
back up. Six years later the census dropped below 200, and a plea went out to Masons 
across the state to find children to fill the beds, but the numbers continued to decline. 
As the census approached 100, other efforts were made to increase the census, with 
the Home opting to apply for licensure by the NC Department of Health and Human 
Services. The goal of licensure was for MHCO to become eligible to receive referrals 
from public agencies and thereby increase the resident census. During the first year of 
licensure in 2002 the census dropped below 100 and has gradually declined since then. 
We have taken several proactive steps in an attempt to increase the resident census, but 
we need more assistance. Again I ask your help to find families with children in your 
community whom we can serve. Our resources are underutilized with room for many 
more deserving children, but we can’t help the children unless they are brought to us. 
I hear frequent stories from teachers, school counselors, Brother Masons, and others 
about children who would be much better off living in our Home if only their parents 
or custodians would seek our assistance. Often, we offer help to families, but too many 
times the help is not accepted in spite of the free care we provide for the children. 


Amidst the throes of another year of economic challenges in almost every part 
of state I am proud to report that we have not had to cut back on our support for the 
children who live at the Home. Our children benefit from caring support and well- 
rounded programs with numerous activities and opportunities to learn and grow. Many 
of our lodges have participated in activities with our children on and off campus and 
have sponsored a number of events for the children. Nonetheless, as the census has 
declined, we have implemented cost-saving measures, such as temporarily closing two 
of the residential homes, because the current census does not justify keeping full staff. 
Regular contributions Interspersed with major legacies, provided the funds needed to 
meet operational requirements again in 2009. The surprise has been that more families 
have not sought our assistance although it is evident that many have been hit with 
financial hardship. We have continued to maintain the condition of the facilities to be 
able to accept more children if the number of applications increases. Following is an 
update of operations. 


After an extended period of good fortune, the Home has experienced a decrease in 
donations the first seven months of 2010, as expenditures have exceeded income year 
to date. The income shortfall was anticipated. However, contributions the past three 
years were significantly more than the annual financial obligations, so MHCO remains 
financially sound. The profound impact of planned giving was evident once again in 
2009 as more than 81% of the income for MHCO was a result of wills and trusts and 
investment income from those gifts. Last year Masonic donations from the lodges and 
individual Masons accounted for about 12% of the income. Less than three-fourths of 
1% came from government sources, and practically all of that was for the few children 
placed in our Home by Departments of Social Services. Masonic donations increased to 
$20-plus per member in 2009, but that average was skewed by the major donations of a 
few individual members. Over 16% of our lodges gave an average donation of less than 
$5.00 per member for MHCO operations. Thirty-seven of our lodges gave an average 
donation of more than $50.00 per member, and to those Brothers we are truly grateful. 
In deference to a few lodges which gave minimal financial support for the operations, 
some of their members have provided outings and activities for a few of our resident 
children. 


The operating expenses for 2009 were held to 8.8% below budget. The MHCO 
management and Board of Directors have constrained expenditures in anticipation of 
continuing economic problems. That being said, we will not deny help to any child who 
meets our admission criteria nor will we reduce the level of support for the children 
unless the financial status of The Home becomes much more critical. 


Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina 55 


Our investment portfolio with the North Carolina Masonic Foundation has 
recovered most of the large unrealized loss experienced in 2008. Changes in investment 
strategies by the Foundation Board of Directors have been implemented to reduce the 
probability of major losses during downturns in the economy. Income from the MHCO 
account with the Foundation remained relatively steady in 2009 as a result of the 
Home's conservative stock-to-income investment ratio. 


Our School of Graphic Arts (Print Shop) has continued to improve operations while 
upgrading equipment and expanding training opportunities for our high school students 
who choose to work in the shop. Income exceeded expenses again in 2009, and that also 
was the case through the first half of 2010. The School of Graphic Arts was recognized 
by the Granville County Chamber of Commerce in May 2010 as the Granville County 
Small Business of the Year. 


The resident census has declined 33% since July 2009. During that period, several 
children in the custody of DSS were reunited with family or transitioned to foster 
families. Despite the poor economic conditions, the families of 15 other children in the 
care of MHCO last July have taken their children back to live with the family. 


There are 42 youth (25 females and 17 males) living at MHCO at the time of this 
report. Applications for other admissions have been received and are pending follow-up 
action by the families. Included in the resident census are 33 in the Direct Care program 
and nine in Independent Living. Twenty-seven of the children are in the custody of 
parents or relatives, three are in the custody of DSS, and 11 are over 18 years of age 
and are self-admitted. Nine children are in elementary school, fourteen are in middle 
school, ten are in high school, and nine are enrolled in post-high school education. The 
average age in Direct Care is 14.6 years with one five-year-old, thirteen ages 6-12 years 
old, and nineteen ages 13-18 years old. Forty-six percent (46.396) of the residents are 
minority or multi-racial Including six biracial, and one Hispanic. The average length of 
stay of the current residents is three years four months, with three girls having lived 
at MHCO 13-15 years. 


Current operating capacity in Direct Care is 62 (31 females and 31 males) and in 
Independent Living is 16 (eight females and eight males). At the time of this report, 
MHCO can admit 11 females and 18 males without having to increase the staff. The 
licensed capacity in Direct Care is 80, but two of the homes have been closed temporarily 
due to the reduced census. If demand increases the vacant cottages can be reopened as 
soon as child care workers are hired. The average census on campus the past five years 
has ranged from 58 to 68, with services provided to 91—120 different children and their 
families during the year. 


We offer our graduates the opportunity to remain as residents on campus in the 
Independent Living Program (ILP) if they wish to continue their education. Some take 
advantage of the opportunity, but, unfortunately, others let their desire to be on their 
own outweigh the offer of free education and the chance to transition into adult living 
while the support base is still available. Occasionally some of our graduates who have 
demonstrated outstanding potential choose not to advance their education and instead 
seek a lifestyle with less structure. Those who choose to leave MHCO before completing 
their education are offered a window of opportunity to return to the Independent Living 
Program as long as they do not do anything to make them ineligible for the program. 
Of the nine currently participating in ILP, seven are enrolled in the local community 
college, one is enrolled in North Carolina A&T, and another is enrolled in Louisburg 
College. We are continuing to assist a former resident who is completing her Masters 
Degree while working full time. 


Education for all the children remains a major point of emphasis. Many of our 
children, especially those admitted as teenagers, are at least one academic year behind 
their age group, and many lack motivation to do well in school. Individual or group 
tutoring is made available throughout the year Including the summer, to help the 
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children meet academic standards. The Granville County Schools assist with the special 
education needs by making available a certified teacher on campus to help transition 
new admissions or students who have trouble adjusting to a traditional classroom 
setting. 

All our children are encouraged to participate in the Independent Living Program 
(ILP) and attend community college or a four-year college If appropriate, after high 
school graduation. Based on past experience, our graduates are required to display 
academic and social maturity before MHCO will commit to send them to a four-year 
college. Thus, most of our graduates now attend at least one year at the local community 
college and remain on campus in ILP. As they demonstrate maturity and the ability to 
handle the increased responsibility MHCO helps them with expenses to attend colleges 
or universities. The Home is blessed with sufficient scholarship money to assist all 
our graduates, but we hold the students to established standards before releasing the 
money. 


MHCO currently has a staff of 51 full-time and five part-time employees. Six of 
the full-time employees work in the School of Graphic Arts and one part-time employee 
works in the Archives/Museum, which is funded by special restricted donations. 
Seasonal part-time personnel, such as tutors and lifeguards are hired as necessary. The 
staff is streamlined to meet mandated adult-to-child supervision ratios while providing 
the direct care services needed by the children and sustaining campus operations with 
as few employees as practical. Many of the supervisory and administrative staff have 
additional duties outside their normal job descriptions to ensure mission accomplishment 
with minimum personnel. The qualifications and experience of the staff members have 
continued to improve. Retention of direct care staff has been a challenge. After a couple 
of years of relative stability, MHCO has experienced high turnover of child care workers 
in recent months. Turnover in child care is a major problem throughout the country and 
is a concern because of the costs and time required to recruit and train qualified staff. 


Our campus is beautiful and well maintained. A new grounds maintenance contract 
has resulted in significant improvement in the appearance of the campus. Three of the 
older cottages and one of the new homes currently are vacant. One of the older cottages 
has been vacant since construction of the new homes and will require major renovation 
before it can be used to house children; the condition of the other buildings is being 
maintained to accommodate an increase in admissions If necessary. Masters Cottage 
is being renovated with funds designated for construction to eliminate the shortage of 
off-duty housing for child care workers. 


In recent months, we have had to replace old and unserviceable HVAC units in 
the Print Shop and two residences for children. Major repairs and installation of a new 
roof on the dining hall/cafeteria also were required. All the repairs were anticipated and 
were included in the budget. 


Looking ahead, we have begun to address pending facilities and equipment issues. 
Two houses constructed in the late 1800s which have been used for years as staff 
housing are in poor condition. After renovation of Masters Cottage is complete the 
buildings no longer will be required. Demolition of those buildings along with a couple 
of vacant outbuildings is being considered. 


Problems with our telephone system are becoming more frequent. The phone 
system was last updated in 2002, and the equipment is obsolete, with replacement 
parts hard to find. With recent upgrades the IT systems remain adequate, but we need 
to upgrade the office platform. Frequent external problems with the Internet adversely 
impact operations. Measures have been taken to maintain the utility of the phone and 
IT systems, but the point is approaching when major expenditures will be necessary. 

The Cobb Foundation has continued to fund operations and upgrade of the Museum 
and Archives at Dunn Cottage. The curator/archivist and alumni volunteers have worked 
diligently to display the history of our Home. The main galleries have been redesigned to 
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exhibit more items from the past. One gallery is set up to show examples of daily life on 
campus of years gone by, and the other main gallery is a work-in-progress containing a 
timeline spanning the period from 1838 and the initial proposal for St. John’s College to 
the present. The history of the Home, with related documents and photos Is interspersed 
with national historic events. The Dan C. Rice Family Center continues to be popular 
with elementary school children as they are given an opportunity to go back in time and 
get a feel for how things were done in the past. Interest in the Museum and Archives 
continues to grow. 


St. John’s Day 2010 was celebrated for the second consecutive year in the revised 
format without a parade and met again with mixed reactions. Declining attendance 
Increased expenses to MHCO, and increased demands on the drastically reduced staff 
without sufficient volunteers made the change necessary. While MHCO administration 
and directors have received numerous complaints about canceling the parade, our 
pleas for volunteers to step forward and coordinate the planning and funding for St. 
John’s Day have not been answered. We may need to reconsider our priorities because 
many more Brother Masons have expressed concern about not having a parade on St. 
John’s Day than those who have shown concern about the declining number of children 
being served by MHCO. The intent of the revised program for St. John’s Day is to give 
our donors and the public a chance to see the home and the support we provide for 
disadvantaged children. This cannot be accomplished by hosting a parade and providing 
entertainment without the help of a large number of volunteers before the event and 
throughout the day of celebration. We continue to consider numerous options to make 
St. John’s Day an enjoyable and worthwhile event. However, without a lot of outside 
assistance the MHCO staff cannot support St. John’s Day activities of previous years. 


The members of the Board of Directors, under the outstanding leadership of 
Chairman Douglas Caudle, have been invaluable to the operations of the Home. Brother 
Caudle has earned the gratitude and respect of all of us through six consecutive years 
of dedicated service as chairman of the Board of Directors of the Masonic Home for 
Children. During his tenure as chairman, MHCO has faced several major challenges 
and momentous decisions, but Brother Caudle has remained readily available, often 
at personal expense, and has faced the challenges head-on. The diverse backgrounds 
and range of experience of the Board members ensure expertise in all aspects of our 
programs. Active participation in the Board meetings and on committees has enhanced 
improvement and support for the children. 


We appreciate all the support given by Brother Masons both individually and 
through the lodges. Masonry in North Carolina has made a significant difference in 
the lives of thousands of disadvantaged children. Although the number of children who 
need our help is not as great as in the past, need still exists although less evident. We 
must now look for indicators of social neglect rather than signs of poverty to identify 
children who need our help. We invite you to visit our children’s home and bring your 
friends, or maybe a family needing help, to get a better understanding of the help we 
provide. Nothing can give a truer sense of the value of your charity than experiencing 
the smiles and happiness of our children firsthand. For all that you do, thank you for 
your support in providing a home for me and for the thousands of other children who 
came before and after me.

The following report of the Committee on The Masonic Home for

Children at Oxford was received, entered on the record, and referred 
to the Board of Directors of The Masonic Home for Children at Oxford. 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


On July 23, 2010, the Grand Lodge Committee on the Masonic Home for Children 
at Oxford visited our children's home in preparation for completing its annual report. 
We found a campus offering a loving, caring, and safe environment for children in need 
of a home. The staff is friendly, helpful, and well qualified. They were most courteous to 
our committee and readily answered any question that we posed. 


We also found some challenges, the primary one being that our home is being 
underutilized. This is a problem that should be of great concern to us all. In 2002, for 
the first time, the census dropped below 100, and it has continued to decline since that 
time. At the time of the committee's visit, the census was 41, which is about half of the 
home's current capacity. 


“If you build it, they will come." This may work in the movies, but it has not worked 
for our children's home in Oxford. It is difficult to visit the campus and observe some 
of our beautiful facilities sitting idle when we know that there are children we could be 
serving if only someone would point them in the right direction. We have done a great 
job of providing a wonderful campus and offering generous financial support, but we 
have not done as well in spreading the word about our home and finding children that 
we could be helping. 


If you believe that we serve only orphan children with Masonic connections, then 
you are mistaken. Very few of our children at the home are truly orphans; most of them 
are from dysfunctional homes. We offer our services free of charge to any child in need 
of a caring home, whether from a Masonic family or not. Although the legal community 
may not define our facility as a traditional home, all you will have to do is ask the 
children, and they may well tell you it's the only home they have ever known. 


Any child from birth up to twenty-one years of age who is dependent, neglected, 
abused, or who is otherwise unable to live in their own home is eligible to be considered 
for admission. Applications may be received from Masonic lodges, county Departments 
of Social Services, Juvenile Court systems, local mental health programs, or from 
private citizens. "At risk" youth (sex offenders, substances abusers, having a history of 
setting fires, etc.) cannot be accepted because of the risks to other residents and because 
the home is not licensed to deal with these troubled youth. 


If your lodge knows of a child that could benefit from being at our home It is very 
simple to make a referral. Simply contact Wendy Rice, Program Services coordinator, 
at (919) 603-3948 or toll-free at (888) 505-4357. An application will be taken, and a 
decision will be made as to whether the Home will further screen the application within 
one hour of the initial call. The staff at our Home is willing and able to assist, but the 
responsibility for finding children in need is not theirs alone; all of us need to do our part 
in seeing that no child is overlooked. 


Because of the nature of our economy, we have gone through a time of financial 
challenge. However It's important to note that we have not had to cut back on any of the 
services being provided to our children at Oxford. With the decrease in the census, some 
cost-saving measures have been implemented, such as temporarily closing two of the 
residential homes. All of the facilities are kept in a condition that they could be reopened 
on short notice. It does seem odd that the downturn in the economy and the financial 
condition that this has imposed on our population has not caused an increased demand 
and placements. However, the decision to put a child into an environment unknown to 
them is a complicated matter even in the worst of times. 

Financial Summary: The Home has experienced a decline in donations in the 
first half of 2010, with expenditures exceeding income. Because of the nature of the 
economy, this was anticipated. However, because of donations in prior years, the Home 
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is still on a solid financial footing. Our members may be surprised to learn that the 
majority of the contributions received by the Home are not from Masons or Masonic 
lodges. In 2009, these contributions totaled 12% of the Home’s income. The greatest 
category (81%) consists of income from wills, trusts, and investments. Every dollar is 
important, but we can see what an important role estate planning plays in the support 
of our Home. 


On the expense side of the equation, operating expenses in 2009 were held to 8.8% 
below budget. This was done in expectation of decreased income because of the economy. 
However, as we have already stated, this was not done to the detriment of any child at 
the Home. 


School of Graphic Arts: The School of Graphic Arts has continued to improve 
its operations and continues to operate in the black. In years gone by, students learned 
the printing trade and what many of us call the “print shop” was truly a school. Today, 
students may work in the print shop on a voluntary basis, but their involvement is 
limited because of government restrictions. We are happy to report that this year the 
School of Graphic Arts was named the Small Business of the Year by the Granville 
County Chamber of Commerce. 


Child Care Services: As already mentioned in this report, the census at the 
Home has continued to decline. Over the past year, this decline has amounted to 33%. 
This is a function not only of reduced enrollments, but of the loss of residents when they 
are removed from the Home. Fifteen children were reunited with their families, even 
during these tough economic times, while others were placed in foster care by DSS. DSS 
believes that it is best for a child to be in a traditional home environment in spite of the 
“homelike” atmosphere that has been created and nurtured at Oxford. 


Of the 41 children living at Oxford at the time of this report, 24 are females and 
17 are males. Of the 41, nine are enrolled in Independent Living. From a custody 
standpoint, 27 are in the custody of parents or relatives, three are in the custody of DSS, 
and 11 are over age 18 and are considered self-admitted. It is important to recognize 
that MHCO does not assume custody of any of the children placed there. 


Independent Living: Graduates are offered the opportunity to remain as 
residents in the Independent Living Program if they are committed to continuing their 
education. Not everyone takes advantage of this program, but those who don’t are 
missing a great opportunity for a free post-secondary education and enjoying a support 
base while they continue their studies. Currently, there are nine students participating 
in this program. The expense of this program is underwritten by scholarship funds, but 
students are held to established standards before funds are paid out on their behalf. 


Education: The children enrolled at Oxford attend the Granville County School 
system, unlike the old days when we operated our own school on the premises. Because 
of the environment they came from, many of our students are behind their age group 
academically and partly because of this may be lacking in motivation. The Granville 
County schools, knowing this to be the case, provide a certified teacher at the Home to 
aid in transitioning new admissions or to help any student who has trouble adjusting to 
a traditional classroom setting. 


MHCO staff has envisioned reinstatement of an educational institution on campus 
at some point in the future. By doing so it is thought that additional opportunities to 
offer enrollment to a broader scope of children could be provided, thereby allowing 
the Home to offer its services to a larger population of children. This, of course, would 
require a significant financial investment up front but again, because of the potential 
for attracting a larger population of children to the Home It is thought that it could be 
self-sufficient down the road. This should be viewed as a long-range opportunity and not 
something that can be considered in the immediate future. We applaud the staff for its 
long range vision and strategic plan. 


Staffing: At the time of the committee’s visit, MHCO had a staff of 51 full-time and 
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five part-time employees. The School of Graphic Arts employs six of the full-time staff. 
The quality and training of the staff have continued to improve. However It has been 
challenging to retain direct care staff. There has been a rather high turnover of child 
care workers in the last few months. This is of concern for several reasons, one of which 
is the cost and time required to recruit and train qualified direct care staff. 


Facilities: If you have been to the Masonic Home for Children, you know without 
being told that it is beautiful and well-cared for. Three of the older cottages and one of 
the new homes are currently vacant. A number of expensive maintenance items have 
been taken care of Including new HVAC units in the print shop and a new roof for 
the dining hall/cafeteria. These were anticipated items and were accounted for in the 
budget. It is anticipated that the telephone system will have to be upgraded and this 
will require major expenditures in the near future. Some of the computer software being 
used is antiquated and will also need to be replaced. 


St. John's Day: There continues to be discussion about returning St. John's Day to 
its former format, particularly in regard to reinstating the parade. The staff at the Home 
has indicated that they do not have sufficient resources to devote to all that's involved in 
putting the parade together, but if someone is willing and able to undertake this task, 
they will be most happy to talk to them. 


Retirement of Home Administrator: Just prior to the Committee's visit to 
MHCO, Allen Hughes, home administrator, submitted notice to the Home's Board 
of Directors of his intention to retire in June 2011. The Board of Directors will be 
instituting a search committee in the near future to identify potential candidates for 
this position as they move forward in selecting a replacement. We wish Mr. Hughes a 
long and healthy retirement and thank him for the years of service that he has given 
to the Home. 


The Masonic Home for Children at Oxford is most appreciative of your support of 
the Home and what you have done on its behalf over the years. The staff of the Home 
and this committee thank you for your financial support and for all the kindnesses 
you have shown to the children. As outlined in this report, we're facing some major 
challenges, particularly in regard to low enrollment. Your support is essential if the 
Home is to continue to carry out its stated mission. We're all in this together, and 
working together we can make great things happen.

The following report of the representative to the Masonic 
Service Association was received, entered on the record. The portion 
pertaining to finance was referred to the Committee on Finance.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Formed in 1919, the Masonic Service Association (MSA) provides services to its 
member grand lodges that they might find difficult to provide for themselves. 


The Masonic Service Association held its annual meeting in conjunction with the 
Conference of Grand Masters in Crystal City, Virginia in February 2010. 


The Masonic Information Center reported that the number of lodges entering the 
Twain Award Program continues to increase each year. For the year 2009, entries were 
received from 96 lodges representing 38 grand jurisdictions, 51 lodges sent submission 
material for review and of these 18 received a Twain Award. All lodges are encouraged 
to participate in this rewarding program. 


Publishing the Short Talk bulletin continues to be one of the primary functions of 
the MSA. This publication continues to provide a wide variety of subjects of Masonic 
interest. 


Two relief appeals made in 2008 continued into 2009 totaling $32,240 in relief. 
Since 1923 the MSA has collected and forwarded funds for disasters around the world. 


The hospital visitation program provides assistance and service to our sick and 
wounded veterans. This program is deemed to be the major relief work of the Association. 
It is more than merely visitations to disabled and lonely patients in VA hospitals, state 
veterans homes, and extended care facilities. It renders personal services providing 
someone to turn to for encouragement and to make life a little more pleasant. 


It is recommended that the Grand Lodge of North Carolina continue membership 
and support of MSA; the grand master to continue to visit Veteran Administration 
Medical Centers, and encourage lodges to participate in the Twain Award program.

Report of the Code Commission 


The following report was received by the Code Commission, 
entered on the record and referred to the Committee on Masonic 
Jurisprudence. 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Code Commission received in 2010 approximately seven amendment groups for 
consideration and review, as proposed by lodges, committees, and the Grand Secretary. 
The Code Commission met in session on Friday, March 12, 2010, at the Grand Lodge 
headquarters, Raleigh, NC. After considerable review, reflection, discussion, and debate, 
the proposed amendment groups were edited and re-ordered into seven amendment 
groups for your consideration at the Annual Communication. 

An explanatory subtitle was created for each amendment group to summarize 
its overall purpose. Drafts of the completed amendment groups have been circulated 
for comment and review. The seven amendment groups have been presented to 
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the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence for their review, consideration, and 
recommendations which will be presented to you during the Annual Communication. 
Your Code Commission chairman has attended and will attend the sessions of the 
Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence to offer assistance in their consideration of the 
seven amendment groups, to explain the rationale for the language used, and the 
context of each amendment group.

If you have any questions with regard to 
the process, the format, or any of the amendment groups, please seek out any member 
of the Code Commission, and let us answer your questions. 

The Code Commission stands ready to assist any lodge in preparing proposed 
amendments to The Code, to ensure consistency and proper form. Please call on us if 
you have an issue which you believe should be addressed with an amendment to The 
Code. We are here to help.

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North Carolina Masonic Youth 


The following report from the North Carolina Youth was received 
and entered on the record. 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


I reported last year that our Masonic youth organizations were turning around 
the trends of the last few years. I am pleased to report real progress from a year ago. 
Of course I speak for all when I say that they are grateful for the monetary support of 
the Grand Lodge. With that I will report on some of the highlights and challenges they 
have had over the last year. 


Kay Letterman, supreme inspector, reported that North Carolina Rainbow led the 
nation in growth this year. A report in June indicated that they had initiated 51 young 
women into the order. As recently as August 22, they were planning for more in the 
Wilmington area. Mrs. Letterman, with her staff, has worked tirelessly to provide the 
needed information and logistics to continue this growth trend. Funding from the Grand 
Lodge to Rainbow is typically used to cover the expenses associated with their Grand 
Assembly, held this year once again at the North Raleigh Hilton. 


Sadly, the Rainbows in North Carolina lost one of their past leaders (and Kay's 
mother), Mrs. Katherine Ferguson, who passed away earlier this year. Mrs. Ferguson 
was loved by hundreds of "her girls" who were active over several generations of 
Rainbows in North Carolina, and she was a highly respected adult leader in the Masonic 
Youth community. 


Speaking of Wilmington, DeMolay in North Carolina finally brought a chapter back 
to that city. On August 21, a team of DeMolays and adults traveled to the Scottish Rite 
Temple in Wilmington to initiate members into the newly created Cape Fear Chapter 
Order of DeMolay (sponsored by St. John's Lodge No. 1). Brothers Frank Silber of James 
B. Green Lodge No. 735 and Tony Glidewell of Cary Lodge No. 198 were instrumental 
in working with a Shawn Hughes led group of volunteers from St. John's Lodge to have 
adults trained and members recruited for this new chapter. DeMolay now resides in 
four active chapters in North Carolina. The Raleigh and Jacksonville Chapters are the 
most active, with the Rising SONS Chapter in Asheboro being the home for a few boys. 


This year, DeMolay will continue to incubate interest shown primarily in the 
Fayetteville area. Despite their numbers, the local Chapters are quite active in 
promoting local activities, and the mission of DeMolay is being accomplished. The 
Association has been well represented at Masonic events across the state and has 
traveled outside the state to Virginia to participate in activities. A Conclave was held 
in Raleigh this year and included a ritual competition, video game competition, and a 
jousting tournament in the auditorium of the Masonic Temple in Raleigh (quite a sight 
to see!). 


DeMolay generally uses their funding for their youth representatives to attend the 
International Session (which was held in Dallas this year), and to assist in subsidizing 
insurance charges from the international body. A portion of their budget is used to 
acquire membership and chapter recruitment materials. However, a significant amount 
of expenses are covered by the volunteers associated with the chapters. 


Just prior to the International Session, Brother Frank Silber resigned as Executive 
Officer for North Carolina DeMolay, having served in that post since 2007. Brother 
Tony Glidewell of Cary Lodge No. 198 was selected as the new executive officer for 
North Carolina. Like his predecessor, Brother Glidewell is a past state master councilor 
and has been active with DeMolay in North Carolina for over 20 years, first as a youth 
and then as an adult advisor, most recently serving as the Eastern District deputy and 
primary advisor trainer in NC. His Deputy is Matt Hunt from Asheboro. 


Jobs Daughters are active in Raleigh and have moved from the Masonic Temple on 
Caswell Street to Cary Lodge No. 198. By the nature of the organization, their members 
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must have a Masonic heritage; therefore, recruiting efforts are limited to daughters of 
our members and their ancestors. Despite this obstacle, they are happy to report that 
they have been able to recruit several members this year and are holding a host of 
activities in Raleigh. 


Most of their funding is used to assist in membership efforts and for travel to 
international meetings. Mrs. Sandy Dunbar of Raleigh continues to serve as their adult 
leader in North Carolina. 


The Masonic Youth Scholarship subcommittee was established in 2001 to award 
Grand Lodge Foundation Scholarships to our Masonic youth. This benefit has clearly 
been a major hit with the members and a welcome reward for participation in our 
youth fraternities. The subcommittee is co-chaired by Leanne (Hicks) Keith from Wake 
Forest and Johanna (Riddle) Silber of Raleigh. They reviewed candidates and awarded 
scholarships to three deserving youths from the DeMolay, Rainbow, and Job's Daughter 
organizations. The scholarships were in the amount of $1,300 each. Our committee is 
proud of these young people, and we are looking forward to the continuation of this 
program in 2011 and future years. We wish to thank Leanne Keith, past worthy advisor 
& past worthy matron, and Johanna Silber, past grand worthy advisor for serving as 
chairs to the scholarship subcommittee. We especially want to thank the Trustees of 
the Masonic Foundation who have seen fit to offer this benefit to members of our youth 
organizations. In addition, there was a new scholarship this year, The Dick Bitner 
Benevolent Fund Scholarship In the amount of $800. The award was split into two and 
shared by two deserving candidates as chosen by this scholarship committee. We are 
obviously grateful to that family for their donation. 


Brother Ric Carter is to be commended for his willingness to include the youth 
organizations in articles and photos in The North Carolina Mason on the activities of 
the groups, attempting to keep them in front of the membership. This has been a big 
help with promoting our events. 


One significant note as far as notoriety was that a former North Carolina Rainbow 
was the hero of the Fort Hood tragedy. Ms. Kimberly (Barbour) Munley from Carolina 
Beach was wounded in the attack, yet was still able to neutralize the shooter, thus 
stopping the murderous rampage. Ms. Munley is the type of quality individual that our 
organizations attract, and we are proud of the courage she displayed. 


Once again, despite the best efforts of Brother Carter, a continuing challenge for 
our Youth Organizations seems to be promotion, and more precisely education to our 
membership of the benefits of sponsoring or working with these groups. The recent 
growth trends with some lodges seem to be equating with finding more activities for 
younger members to become involved with, and an interest in involving more families in 
Masonic endeavors. Our Masonic youth leaders are always willing to talk to any group 
about the potential for sponsorships. 


In light of the challenges and the needs of these organizations I offer the following 
proposals: 


* I request that the grand master make the Masonic youth organizations a priority 
in his program for the year. 


* I recommend that training for district deputy grand masters include a segment 
on the youth organizations. 


* I recommend that each DDGM be encouraged to form a committee from among 
their represented lodges that will seek to develop the DeMolay, Rainbow, and/or Jobs 
Daughter program in their district and be tasked to see that one be started before their 
three-year term is completed. 

* I propose that the grand master consider making at least one of the Grand Lodge 
officers a facilitator and advocate for the Committee on Masonic Youth Organizations 
for a period of one year on a rotating basis to oversee the efforts of the DDGMs (as 
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noted above) and bring reports to the Board of General Purposes. This will serve as 
a springboard to learning about the organizations as he is moving forward in the 
Grand Lodge line and provide a direct personal contact and relationship with the adult 
leadership and youth members of these organizations. 


* I recommend that the grand master consider the adult heads of each of these 
groups to be ex-officio members of the Grand Lodge Committee on Masonic Youth 
Activities. 

* T recommend that the Grand Lodge consider an annual award for a lodge or 
body that has provided outstanding service to a DeMolay Chapter, Rainbow Assembly, 
or Jobs Daughter Bethel. The nomination would be made by a DDGM to the Youth 
Committee for consideration, prior to recommendation to the Grand Lodge. 


* The 2010 budgeted financial support for our youth organizations was $4,250, 
broken down as $1,750/each for Rainbow and DeMolay and $750 for Job's Daughters. 
That amount has been fixed for a number of years. I propose that the budget for 2011 be 
increased to $5,000, allowing for growth and inflation to each organization, which would 
break down to $2,000 each for Rainbow and DeMolay and $1,000 for Job's Daughters. 


* Lodges and bodies that have Masonic youth programs in their area should be 
encouraged to provide some sort of financial support to the group(s) in their annual 
budget (even $25, $50, or $100 makes a difference). Those that do not have a youth 
presence should be encouraged to do so, or perhaps consider financial support to the 
state association of these groups in their annual lodge budget. 


What is sought is commitments and accountability. Without commitments 
from the lodges, there can be no Masonic youth programs. Without recognition, the 
encouragement to support our youth becomes more of an afterthought than a project 
for completion. We are seeking to find ways that lodges and bodies can increase their 
commitments to our youth, and to recognize and reward those that step up to the plate. 


Regulation 61-8 of The Code requires every subordinate lodge to have a Committee 
for DeMolay that is tasked to, "assist in the formation of DeMolay Chapters in their 
communities and assist with the supervision of the said chapters." In my view, this 
regulation would be followed if you supported ANY of the three groups, not just 
DeMolay. The Grand Lodge Committee, and the adult leaders noted above are available 
to assist you in meeting this requirement. 


We look forward to continued encouragement from our lodges and bodies. With 
that support I'm certain that next year we can report further progress and greater 
accomplishments.

Report of the Board of Custodians 


The following report from the Board of Custodians was received 
and entered on the record.

The Board of Custodians met regularly during the year, with meetings held on 
January 8, April 9, July 9, and September 23, 2010. The fall meeting was scheduled to 
coincide with the Grand Lodge Annual Communication in Winston-Salem. 
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Certified brethren qualifying for the Laudamus Certificate in 2010 are: Edward 
Bryan Chadwick, Waccamaw Lodge No. 596; Grand Master William Lynn Dill, St. 
John's Lodge No. 3; Walter Ray Highsmith Jr., Cary Lodge No. 198; Troy Ross Price, 
West Gate Lodge No. 738; Keith Bradley Rash, Harmony Lodge No. 299; Terry Warren 
Shiver, Whetstone Lodge No. 515, Billy Max Walker, East Gate Lodge No. 692; and 
Edward Earl Wells, Hiram Lodge No. 98. 


District Deputy Grand Lecturers qualifying for the Past District Deputy Grand 
Lecturer Certificate in 2010 are: Hyler Wayne Cox, District 2; Johnny Love Reynolds, 
District 5; John William Hudson, District 6; Christopher Marvin Hedrick, District 13; 
William Joseph Brendle, District 14; Floyd Leroy Trimmer, District 17; Homer Eugene 
Burroughs Jr., District 18; Michael Travis Bennett, District 20; Thomas Preston 
Dolinger II, District 23; Russell Johnson Atkins, District 25; David Patrick Grimes, 
District 27; James Ray Mills, District 29; Thomas Lee Hartman, District 33; William 
Gary McKinney, District 36; John Marvin Burchfield, District 39; and Jack Alvin Long, 
District 41. 


Certified Lecturers, James Kelly Hooper of Robbinsville Lodge No. 672 and Willie 
Parker Goodwin of Unanimity Lodge No. 7 both completed and received their 60-Year 
Certified Lecturer award in 2010. This marked the first time any certified brother had 
achieved this milestone since the certification program began in 1941. 


The 2010 certified lecturer examinations were held according to the following 
schedule: August 14 in Greenville and Greensboro; August 21 in Wilmington and 
Charlotte; August 28 in Fayetteville and Asheville. The examinations continue to be 
offered on Saturdays in an effort to be more accommodating to our certified brethren 
who have work conflicts. The Board expresses its sincere appreciation to the brethren at 
the six locations who donated the use of their facilities for the examinations. 


At the end of the 2009 examinations, the number of certified brethren increased 
from 344 to 357. This consisted of 333 Class “A” certified lecturers and 24 Class “B” 
certified instructors. Unfortunately, some of the gains were erased by July 2010 with 
six members dying for a total roster of certified brethren as of August 1, 2010 standing 
at 351. 


A total of seventy-five brethren were examined at the various locations for 2010. 
There were sixteen new Class "A" certified lecturers and six new Class "B" certified 
instructors. One brother reinstated his Class "A" certificate. Six brothers upgraded 
their certificate from Class “B” to Class “A”. Upon completion of the exams, there was 
a gain of ten certified brethren, despite losing six to death and seven that dropped from 
the program. Fifteen extensions were granted until 2011 for those who requested and 
qualified. This was the fourth consecutive gain in certified brethren since 2002 and the 
revised amendment Reg. 29-7 (5) continues to have a positive impact on this trend. We 
currently have 343 Class "A" certified lecturers and 24 Class "B" certified instructors 
for a total of 367 certified brothers. This is the first year that the totals have been over 
360 since 2003. 


The booklet "Important Information Concerning the Certified Lecturers" is posted 
on the Grand Lodge web page and is available to anyone with access to the Internet. 


A web page sponsored by the Board of Custodians is now being maintained which 
includes information of interest concerning their history, latest corrections to the OSW 
and Bahnson Manual, various application forms and a current roster of those certified. 


In 2010 the five-hour mandatory Lecture Service was continued for the one hundred 
seventy-eight even numbered lodges throughout the state. Feedback was positive from 
the large majority of the lodges who participated during 2008 and 2009 indicating the 
special instruction was beneficial to their continuous improvement in the proficiency of 
their ritualistic work. Odd numbered lodges are required to have their second Lecture 
Service in 2011. At its meeting on July 9, the Board unanimously approved a motion 
that the current process of requiring lodges to have a mandatory five-hour Lecture 
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Service every other year and one five-hour district School of Instruction each year be 
continued for an indefinite period of time or until some future Board decides otherwise. 


The Board issued two proposed amendments to The Code for vote in 2010. The 
first proposed amendment allows for an addition to Reg. 72-2 as item number 9 to 
eliminate an ongoing issue concerning candidates being coached with the use of the 
OSW. This has been covered in the Rules Governing the Official Standard of the Work 
and the Vocabulary since 1945 but continues to be an issue. The Board is hopeful that 
adding this stipulation to The Code will cease this practice. The second amendment is a 
clarification to Reg. 29-10.5 to allow a certified instructor to conduct a Lecture Service. 
These proposed amendments will be available for vote at the Annual Communication 
in 2010. 


The Board approved slide and computer illustrations for the various lectures for 
the following lodges in 2010: St. John's Lodge No. 1, Lincoln Lodge No. 137, William G. 
Hill Lodge No. 218, Numa F. Reid Lodge No. 344, Lovelady Lodge No. 670, P. P. Turner 
Lodge No. 746, and James B. Green Lodge No. 735. 


The Board continued their discussions in 2010 on the feasibility of developing a 
Certification program for coaches. This program would require developmental work 
and changes/additions to The Code before implementing. After several discussions 
on this subject, the Board decided at this time to consider conducting three statewide 
workshops for coaches in late 2010. These workshops could be held in conjunction with 
the Wilkerson College Boot Camp for Wardens held in various statewide locations. This 
would allow the Board to gather feedback and ideas from our coaches and gauge their 
interest in a possible certification program. It would also allow the opportunity to assist 
in correcting inconsistencies that have and continue to exist in the teaching of some 
words in the various catechisms of our degrees. 


At the annual Board of Custodians/DDGL meeting held in Winston-Salem for 
2008, prior to the start of the Grand Lodge Annual Communication, a short workshop 
was held to review the grips and signs of our three symbolic degrees. It was requested 
by some of the DDGLs as an avenue to be used to help improve the consistency of how 
these grips and signs are being taught statewide. This subject will also be included as 
part of the future coaches workshops. 


The Board approved a set of colonial style robes/regalia to be used by a 21st District 
First Degree Ritual Team but with the stipulation/reminder that the master is the only 
one allowed to be covered. A set of robes/regalia was also approved for Union Lodge No. 
618 for use in the second section of the Master Mason's degree. 

The Board of Custodians expresses its appreciation to Grand Master William L. 
Dill for his enthusiastic support of the Board of Custodians and the certified lecturer 
program, and to Grand Secretary Walt Clapp and Assistant to the Grand Secretary 
Ric Carter for their valuable assistance during the year. The Board also expresses its 
appreciation to Grand Lecturer Howard Kahn for his tireless efforts as the new grand 
lecturer. To all our certified brethren throughout the state, we extend a sincere "thank 
you" for your continued faithful service to our Craft.

Report of the Committee on 
Masonic Ceremonies and Miscellaneous Publications 
The following report from the Committee on Ceremonies and 
Miscellaneous Publications was received and entered on the record. 
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To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

This year, the Committee on Masonic Ceremonies and Miscellaneous Publications 
submitted to the Grand Lodge a revised edition of The Lodge System of Masonic 
Education. We have asked the Grand Secretary to post the document on the Grand 
Lodge website and to promote its availability through the North Carolina Mason. 

This publication, first approved by the Grand Lodge in 1936 and last revised in 1969, 
provides lodges with a system for introducing the history, background, and symbolism of 
Freemasonry to each candidate as he prepares for initiation and progresses through the 
degrees. Lodges using the system have found it to be a powerful way to introduce new 
Masons to the craft and outline their responsibilities to their lodges. 

Because the Lodge System is read to candidates prior to their initiations and 
after each degree, Will Towne, who championed and led this effort, edited and rewrote 
passages to make the text easier to read aloud and more intelligible to listeners. 

Our committee encourages lodges to review and implement the Lodge System. 
We're confident that widespread adoption of the system will help reduce the attrition 
rate between degrees, give new Masons an additional way to become active in their 
lodges, and provide an additional opportunity for Masonic education. We also invite 
your suggestions for improvements. As an electronic document published on the web, 
the Lodge System can be revised and updated continuously, but it can be improved only 
through feedback from those who use it.

Tribute to Grand Master Rice 


The Board of General Purposes offer the following tribute to Past Grand Master 
William L. Dill. It was received and entered on the record. 


From frightened child to ‘sylum dawg to tire tycoon to grand master. That is the 
path of Grand Master Dan C. Rice. 


Dan Rice has walked that path with the Masons of North Carolina much of his life. 
He first fell under the tutelage of Masons when he was nine years old. When Rice was 
seven, he, his mother, and his three siblings were deserted in Indiana by his father. 
Less than a year after his mother brought her kids to Mitchell County to be with her 
kin, she died. Another move came quickly. That move dropped four more frightened and 
vulnerable children under the oaks of the Masonic Home for Children. He was nine. 


If his reports of his youth are to be believed, risk taking at the Home reached new 
heights during his tenure. During the days of corporal punishment at the Home, he 
flirted with physical danger from both sides. Such is the role in life of teen-aged boys. 


After surviving his tenure at the Home, we sent Rice to the University of North 
Carolina in Chapel Hill to master math. He became credit manager for Piedmont Truck 
Tire after a stint printing newspapers for the Burlington Times News. In about ten 
years, he began buying shares in the company, and within another 15 years he owned 
the company. 


His sense of duty is strong. He does not forget the support extended to him. He 
pays back in kind. He has spent countless hours on the boards of both our Homes. He 
has been a spokesman for difficult decisions, urging us to adapt to necessity, to push 
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ourselves out of outdated comfort zones. 


A hard, early life did not leave Rice embittered. He is quick to laugh. It's a laugh 
that radiates from a spreading grin to soon engulf his whole body. You can hear the child 
who spent his life at the Home for Children. 


Perhaps no one better exemplifies the story of Masonry in modern North Carolina. 
He took the opportunities given him by Tarheel Masons, turning them into results 
which support his community. He has taken those lessons and returned them to us 
many times over through his service to our fraternity. 


We know that he has rendered us payment surpassing the debt we are owed. We 
know that we have not seen the last of this fine boy, man, and Mason. He understands 
and sees the shoulders upon which he stands. We have not seen the last of him, because 
he understands the importance of hoisting others on his shoulders to raise our citizenry 
to a higher level. 


Brother Rice, congratulations on your excellence of effort and accomplishment. 


Congratulation Brother Masons for your accomplishment in helping raise such 
a man.

Ihave tried this year to the best of my ability to render a fair and just decision to 
every petitioner who has applied for the Grand Master's approval. 


I approved 7 petitions with physical disabilities. Most of the request involved back 
injuries and two cases involved cancer related disabilities. 


I am truly convinced that those petitions approved will prove to be valued additions 
to our Grand Lodge. 


Dispensations Granted 


I have granted a number of dispensations to lodges to elect officers, to fill vacancies 
caused by resignations, move their charter, hold a meeting at a different location, or for 
other causes.

Brother KGK failed to 
respond to the allegations contained within the complaint. As such, they were deemed 
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admitted. Consequently, on October 26, 2009, an Order of Summary Expulsion was 
entered by the judge advocate pursuant to Regulations 86-2(27) and 91-12 of The Code. 


The Committee recommended that the determination be approved. 
The delegates approved the action of the judge advocate.

The delegates approved the action of the judge advocate.

Brother JGS, an Entered Apprentice and member of Traphill Lodge No. 483 
was expelled by the judge advocate after he admitted un-Masonic conduct for which 
the mandatory penalty is expulsion, to wit: buying a copy of the Entered Apprentice 
Catechism, written in plain English text from a Master Mason. Please see also Docket 
No. 804. 

Consequently, on May 24, 2010, an Order of Summary Expulsion was entered by 
the Judge Advocate pursuant to Regulations 86-2(27) and 91-12 of The Code.

Brother RWD, a Master Mason and member of Morning Star Lodge No. 85 was 
expelled by the judge advocate after he pled guilty in the Superior Court of Nash 
County on April 19, 2010 to felonious conspiracy to commit common law robbery and 
felony accessory to robbery. Consequently, on August 20, 2010, an Order of Summary 
Expulsion was entered by the Judge Advocate pursuant to Regulations 86-2(27) and 
91-12 of The Code.

The delegates approved the action of the judge advocate.

Brother WMS, a Master Mason and member of Roman Eagle Lodge No. 550 was 
expelled by the judge advocate after he failed to respond to a Notice to the Accused, 
which contained charges that he had falsified information on his Petition for the 
Degrees, thus admitting the truth of the allegations, which carry a mandatory penalty 
of expulsion. Consequently, on August 20, 2010, an Order of Summary Expulsion was 
entered by the Judge Advocate pursuant to Regulations 86-2(27) and 91-12 of The Code. 

The Committee recommended that the determination be approved.

Decisions Determined by Trial Commission 


The Trial Commission has determined Four (4) matters during the preceding year. 
These matters are summarized as follows: 


1. Docket No: 799 
Name: Brother PFG 
Lodge: Wayne Lodge No. 112 AF&AM 


Brother PFG was accused of un-Masonic conduct, namely that: (1) he falsified his 
DD-214 to wrongfully provide that he was awarded a Silver Star, an additional Purple 
Heart, and that he was a commissioned officer (first lieutenant) in the US Marine Corps; 
(2) he falsely presented himself before a joint session of the North Carolina General 
Assembly as a recipient of the Silver Star; (3) his actions constituted a violation of 
The Stolen Valor Act of 2005 as adopted by the US Congress, having previously been 
placed on probation for violating said act, and ordered as a part of his pretrial diversion 
agreement to acknowledge that he was not to represent himself as being the recipient 
of a Silver Star or having reached the rank of first lieutenant in the US Marine Corps; 
and (4) his conduct had brought discredit on the Order. 


On November 17, 2009, a Trial Commission found Brother PFG not guilty of 
Specifications 1 and 2, but guilty of specifications 3 and 4. The Trial Commission 
entered a penalty of expulsion. 


The Committee recommended that the determination be approved. 
The delegates approved the action of the trial commission. 
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2. Docket No: 775 
Name: Brother RGR 
Lodge: Eureka Lodge No. 283 AF&AM 


Brother RGR, a Master Mason and member of Eureka Lodge No. 283 was expelled 
by the Trial Commission for un-Masonic conduct. In 2009 Brother RGR was suspended 
by a Trial Commission for un-Masonic Conduct and formally appealed his suspension. 
At their 2009 annual meeting the Committee on Appeals ordered a new trial. The second 
Masonic trial resulted in his expulsion for tampering with elections and slandering 
another Master Mason. 


The Committee recommended that the determination be approved. 
The delegates approved the action of the trial commission. 


3. Docket No: 795 
Name: Brother BHB 
Lodge: Phalanx Lodge No. 31 AF&AM 


This case was carried over from the preceding judge advocate and was not 
discovered until July 2010. Brother BHB, a Master Mason and member of Phalanx 
Lodge No. 31 was expelled by the Trial Commission for un-Masonic conduct. In the past 
few years he has been arrested on a number of drug related charges, some of which 
were felonies, and agreed to a deferred prosecution arrangement. Brother BHB refused 
to respond to the Masonic charges against him after being duly served, did not appear 
for his trial, and was therefore deemed to have admitted the truth of the allegations. 


The Committee recommended that the determination be approved. 
The delegates rejected the action of the trial commission.

Lodge: Traphill Lodge No. 483 AF&AM 


Brother TDC, a Master Mason and member of Traphill Lodge No. 483 was expelled 
by the Trial Commission for un-Masonic Conduct, to wit: selling a copy of the Entered 
Apprentice Catechism, written in plain English text to an Entered Apprentice.

The delegates approved the action of the trial commission.

Name: Brother SMD 
Lodge: East Gate Lodge No. 692 AF&AM 


Brother SMD, a Master Mason and member of East Gate Lodge No. 692 was found 
not guilty of un-Masonic conduct by the Trial Commission. Please see also Docket No. 
807. 


The Committee recommended that the determination be approved. 
The delegates approved the action of the trial commission. 


6. Docket No: 807 
Name: Brother RDP 
Lodge: East Gate Lodge No. 692 AF&AM 
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Brother RDP, a Master Mason and member of East Gate Lodge No. 692 was 
expelled by the Trial Commission for un-Masonic conduct, to wit: Assaulting and 
injuring a Brother Master Mason. Please see also Docket No. 806 and note that Brother 
RDP failed to appear at his Masonic trial and sent a letter, which he insisted should 
serve as his defense. Consequently, on May 6, 2010, an Order of Summary Expulsion 
was entered by the Judge Advocate pursuant to Regulations 86-2(27) and 91-12 of The 
Code. 


The Committee recommended that the determination be approved. 
The delegates approved the action of the trial commission. 


7. Docket No.: 811 
Name: Brother BWP 
Lodge: Stokes Lodge No. 32 AF&AM 


Brother BWP, a Master Mason and member of Stokes Lodge No. 32 was found 
guilty and ordered reprimanded by the Trial Commission for un-Masonic conduct in that 
he was disrespectful and directed vile and obscene language at the master of the lodge. 


Consequently, on August 25, 2010, a guilty order was entered by the Judge 
Advocate and a penalty of reprimand in open lodge. 


The Committee determined that no action could be taken as the 45 days the 
defendant has to file an appeal has not expired. 


PETITIONS FOR RESTORATION 


1. LDC (docket no. 720), formerly a Master Mason and member of Creasy Proctor 
Lodge No. 679, was expelled for un-Masonic conduct on October 8, 2003. He has 
filed for restoration with the grand secretary June 24, 2010.

2. JTH (docket no. 783), formerly a Master Mason and member of Grantham Lodge 
No. 725, was expelled for un-Masonic conduct on March 5, 2009.

The delegates denied the petition. 


3. BDS (Trial Docket No. 784), formerly a member of Grantham Lodge No. 725 was 
expelled on March 5, 2009. He filed for restoration with the grand secretary on 
April 7, 2010. 

The Committee on Appeals recommended that the delegates approve the petition. 
The delegates approved the petition.

COMMITTEE ON MASONIC JURISPRUDENCE 


The following report of the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence 
was presented. The Committee made a recommendation on each topic 
of discussion. Each topic was dealt with individually, and then the 
entire report was adopted as a whole. The dispensation of each is listed 
following the details. These subjects were dealt with at various times 
during the sessions of the Annual Communication and are collected 
here for convenience. 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The following are the various order or opinions that were issued during the terms 
of Grand Master Dan C. Rice and Grand Master William L. Dill, to be considered during 
this annual communication. 

Rice Orders 
Orders 1-2 were considered at the 2010 Annual Communication. 
Rice Order 3 

The grand secretary has reported that he has been working with Frances S. 

Packard Lodge No 630 and Johnston Caswell Lodge No. 10. 


Francis S. Packard Lodge No. 630 voted at a stated communication on November 
13, 2008 to "close" the lodge and return its charter to the Grand Lodge. The lodge 
membership has decreased to a total of 20 members. This is the minimum required 
amount to maintain the charter of a lodge as specified in Regulation 41-9.9 of The Code. 


After meeting with Francis S. Packard Lodge and members from Johnston Caswell 
Lodge No. 10, the grand secretary asked each lodge to consider a consolidation. À 
resolution was read at the a stated communication of each lodge and notice was sent 
to each member by the required first class mail according to Regulation 48-1 thereby 
notifying the membership of each lodge that a vote would be held to consider the 
consolidation at a stated communication as specified. 

Hoping to revive the membership and maintain its charter, Francis S. Packard 
Lodge No. 630 subsequently requested additional time for consideration before any 
vote was taken. After several months of attempting to hold meetings and being a 
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lodge, the members of Francis S. Packard Lodge 630 determined that they would be 
unable to maintain operation of their lodge. The process of consolidation was begun. 
The resolution was again read, the notice of the stated meeting of October 22, 2009 was 
established as the date the membership would officially consider consolidating with 
Johnston Warren Lodge No. 10. 


On October 22, 2009, the lodge was unable to assemble a quorum for a meeting. 
The grand secretary, at my direction removed the charter from the lodge and received 
the key for the premises. 


It has also been brought to my attention that the majority of the members of Francis 
S. Packard Lodge No. 630 are very elderly. It is my concern that these members will 
be lost if the charter is received by the Grand Lodge and Grand Lodge demits issued to 
these members. They would then be required to find another lodge, apply for affiliation 
and be accepted into membership. From previous Grand Lodge experience, most of 
these members will fail to go to another lodge simply by not understanding the process. 
Consolidation is the best process for these members retaining their memberships. 


After careful consideration and since Francis S. Packard Lodge No. 630 was unable 
to met its final obligation in consolidating It is my Order that the following items take 
place: 


1. Since Johnston Caswell Lodge No. 10 had already approved the acceptance of 
the resolution of consolidation with Francis S. Packard Lodge No. 630, that all 
members of Francis S. Packard Lodge No. 630 be consolidated with the membership 
of Johnston Caswell Lodge No. 10. 


2. The real estate of Francis S. Packard Lodge No. 630 be transferred to Johnston 
Caswell No. 10 with the following stipulations if funds are available: 


a. The building and property shall be disposed as soon as practical, at a selling 
price that is set according to appraisal and approved by the lodge. 


b. Once the property is sold, each former member of Francis S. Packard Lodge 
No. 630 that is a current member of Johnston Caswell Lodge No. 10 at the 
time the building is sold will receive an endowed membership based on the 
$75.00 (2009) dues of Johnston Caswell Lodge No. 10. 


c. A donation of $10,000 be sent to the North Carolina Masonic Foundation Inc. 


d. The furniture of Francis S. Packard Lodge No. 630 shall be turned over to the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


e. All remaining assets of Francis S. Packard Lodge No. 630 shall become assets 
of Johnston Caswell Lodge No. 10. 


Given under my hand and seal in the city of Elon College, NC, this the 27th day of 
October, 2009 AD, 5009 AL. 


The Committee recommended that the order be approved. 
The Delegates approved the order. 


Dill Order No. 1 


It has been brought to my attention by the grand secretary that Stedman Lodge 
No. 730 held a Stated Communication on January 4, 2010, and balloted on the Petition 
for the Degrees of GWF. The ballots resulted in rejection. 


After the ballots were officially declared and at the close of the meeting It was 
discovered that a member Stedman Lodge No. 730 made statements previous to that 
meeting that the "lodge would suffer" because he was disgruntled with the officers 
elected at the lodge's recent annual communication. Following an investigation by the 
DDGM, signed statements were presented wherein the terms “blackball,” “the lodge 
would suffer," and "disrupt the lodge" were made by this member through telephone 
calls to at least two members of the lodge. The secretary stated that the member making 
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these threats was present at the lodge on the night of the ballot. It was also reported 
that this member vacated the lodge following conclusion of the ballot. 


REG. 68-5 CONFIDENTIALITY. In every case of a secret ballot it shall be 
un-Masonic for any brother to make known in any way the character of his vote or 
purposely seek out the character of another's vote, or if known to him, to reveal it to 
another, the penalty for which, upon conviction, shall be expulsion. The intention of 
this Regulation is to preserve to the lodge and the Craft the full benefits and results of 
a secret ballot. Each member voting is the sole judge of what his vote shall be, and he 
shall not be questioned therefor or on account thereof. 


REG. 86-2.12 To arrest the legitimate work of a lodge, as by “blackballing,” 
from captious, sinister, or unworthy motives provided such motives and conduct are 
voluntarily avowed by the brother, because they cannot be assigned to him by any one. 
Penalty expulsion. 


Therefore It is my order that the judge advocate continue the investigation into 
these serious allegations of arresting the legitimate workings of the lodge, and if 
sufficient evidence is discovered from statements of the members of the lodge, the judge 
advocate shall prepare the necessary complaint and Masonic charges be preferred. 


While there is no sure evidence which member deposited the blackball, the threats 
of this disruption appears to be legitimate and the use of a petitioner as a tool for 
disruption of the workings of the lodge is un-Masonic. 


Under Regulation 68-8, and from the statements presented It is my opinion that 
this ballot was an attempt to disrupt the workings of the lodge and appears to the 
satisfaction of this grand master that the ballot was clearly and grossly illegal. 


Since the Grand Master is empowered to order another ballot in cases under 
Regulation 68-8 I hereby order a re-ballot and grant a dispensation to Stedman 
Lodge No. 731 to ballot again on the Petition for the Degrees of GWF at the stated 
communication of March 1, 2010. 


Also In compliance with Regulation 78-01 of The Code I hereby order you to notify 
all of the members of your lodge by first-class mail under sealed cover of the re-ballot on 
the Petition for the Degrees of GWF and the date of the said re-ballot, being certain to 
give the members at least ten days notice. 

This Order shall be read to the lodge at the stated communication to be held on 
March 1, 2010, entered on the minutes of that communication and a proper notation 
made on the margin of the minutes for January 4, 2010 referring to this order and the 
date it was recorded in the minutes. 

Given under my hand and seal at New Bern, NC this 16th day of February, 2010. 

The Committee recommended that the order be approved. 

The Delegates approved the order. 


Dill Order No. 2 


It has been brought to my attention by the grand secretary that Thomasville Lodge 
No. 214 held a stated communication on February 2, 2010, and balloted on the Petitions 
for the Degrees for SLG, WEH, WLH, and CJB. The first ballot for the petitions was 
held collectively with a negative ballot. The Master then ordered that individual ballots 
conducted on the petitions. The petitions for SLG and CJB were declared favorable on 
the reballot. The petitions for WEH and WLH were rejected and so declared. 

I have determined two errors in the procedure of this ballot. The Master erred 
initially by balloting collectively on petitions. 

68-3.3 Not more than one petition or proposition shall be voted on at the same time, 


and the simultaneous use of different or multiple ballot boxes on different petitions or 
applications or propositions is hereby prohibited. [44-7 (Art. 21E); 45-21.5]. 


Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina 99 


The Master then erred a second time on the individual balloting. In cases of one 
black cube, he should have directed a reballot as specified in regulation 68-3.13. 


68-3.13 In case only one black cube appears, the Master shall not then declare the 
result but immediately at the same communication order a reballot without discussion 
on the part of the members or any intervening act or business, the result of the reballot 
shall be declared, and it shall be final except as provided in Regulation 68-8. 


68-3.20 After the Master declares the result of a secret ballot, no further balloting 
on that particular petition or application or specific proposition just balloted on shall 
take place, except by order of the grand master as provided in Regulations 68-8 and 
68-8.2. 


Since the Grand Master is empowered to order another ballot in cases under 
Regulation 68-8 I hereby order a re-ballot and grant a dispensation to Thomasville 
Lodge No. 214 to ballot again on the Petitions for the Degrees of WEH and WLH at the 
stated communication of March 2, 2010. The ballots of the two petitioners elected that 
are referenced above will stand. In all cases, the master shall review Chapter 68 of The 
Code for the correct balloting procedure. 


Also In compliance with Regulation 78-01 of The Code I hereby order you to notify 
all of the members of your lodge by first-class mail under sealed cover of the re-ballot on 
the Petition for the Degrees of WEH and WLH and the date of the said re-ballot, being 
certain to give the members at least ten days notice. 

This order shall be read to the lodge at the stated communication to be held on 
March 2, 2010, entered on the minutes of that communication and a proper notation 
made on the margin of the minutes for February 2, 2010 referring to this order and the 
date it was recorded in the minutes. 

Given under my hand and seal at New Bern, NC this 19th day of February, 2010. 

The Committee recommended that the order be approved. 


The Delegates approved the order. 


Dill Order No. 3 


It has been brought to my attention by the grand secretary's office that Queen City 
Lodge No. 602 elected Mr. EWT Jr. to receive the degrees at the stated communication 
held on May 6, 2010 and then conferred the Entered Apprentice Degree on him at the 
same stated communication (May 6, 2010), which is in violation of Regulation 71-22 of 
The Code. 


Since the candidate was not responsible for this violation of the law of our Grand 

Lodge I hereby order: 

1. That Queen City Lodge No. 602 heal Entered Apprentice EWT Jr. at the first stated 
communication following receipt of this Order, as provided in Regulation 87-6. It 
shall be sufficient only to re-obligate these candidates in the first degree In a lodge 
opened on that degree. After the candidates have been healed, they may then be 
advanced when prepared as required in Regulation 72-2 

2. This Order shall be read in the lodge at the first stated communication following 
its receipt, and it shall be made a part of the minutes of that meeting. 

3. The lodge secretary shall report to the grand secretary within five days after the 
healing of this candidate that this Order has been complied with and the date 
thereof.

The Committee recommended that the order be approved. 
The Delegates approved the order. 
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Dill Order No. 4 


The history of Jefferson Penn Lodge disturbances date back at least to the mid- 
1990s at which the grand master sent an emissary to ascertain and report the problems 
in the lodge. Two grand masters have had to personally visit this lodge in attempts to 
resolve personality differences and control issues among lodge members and officers. 


In May I accepted the resignation of the secretary of the lodge after his conflict 
with the master. I was also informed that the treasurer of the lodge was also considering 
resigning. I have since received the resignation of the treasurer and the master, which 
I did not accept until my recent visit to Jefferson Penn Lodge. 


On May 18, 2010 I visited the lodge and interviewed several officers and members 
of the lodge. It is apparent to me the problems of the lodge stem in part to chronic poor 
leadership and an associated lack of cooperation among the membership. It is my intent 
to set the officer ranks of this lodge and give them adequate time to establish discipline 
and a leadership role in this lodge in hopes of setting it on a productive path. 


Following our recent meeting at the Grand Lodge office I directed you to suggest a 
slate of officers that will help turn this lodge around. It is imperative that we establish 
a line of officers that can proceed into the future in an orderly fashion. 


It is my Order that the following officers are appointed to serve:

It is also my Order that the above officers shall serve until the annual meeting of 
the lodge which is the first stated communication in November 2011. 


Given under my hand and seal at New Bern, North Carolina, this the 14th day of 
June, 2010. 


The Committee recommended that the order be approved. 
The Delegates approved the order. 


Official Opinion 
Whereas it has come to my attention there are masters in this grand jurisdiction 
allowing eight and nine candidates at one time to be examined it is necessary to render 
this official opinion. 


REG. 71-21 MAXIMUM OF FIVE CANDIDATES. 


A lodge may confer a degree but once on the same day, but it may confer each of the 
three degrees once on the same day. À lodge may confer a degree on not more than five 
candidates at the same communication, but each candidate shall be admitted separately 
in the First Degree, and shall be raised separately. The lecture and charge of a degree 
may be given to any number of candidates collectively but only on the day the degree is 
conferred. [45-10; 71-18]. 


REG. 72-2 CANDIDATE MUST PASS PROFICIENCY. 


Before a candidate can be advanced to a higher degree, he shall be examined, as 
to his Proficiency in the degree last taken In open lodge at a stated or emergent 
communication, labor being dispensed with if the lodge is open on a degree higher than 
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that on which the candidate is being examined. The examination shall be conducted so 
that it can be heard by the brethren present. [45-16; 59-3.1; 71-8; 72-2.8; 73-8]. 


1. Two or more candidates for the same degree may be examined at the same time as 

a class. 

As regulation 71-21 limits the maximum number of candidates to receive a 
degree at one time to five it is my opinion this maximum numbers holds true for the 
examination of candidates. It is not in my opinion prudent to disregard regulation 
71-21 in the interpretation of regulation 72-2.1 as allowing unlimited candidates to be 
examined the same time. 

Once the number of candidates being examined is expanded a master no longer 
has witnessed enough examination to declare proficiency as to the entire catechism. The 
practice of expanding the number of candidates to be examined may allow an individual 
or individuals to be declared proficient when in fact they are not. 

This grand master believes the purpose of proficiency is to ensure each candidate 
has a full and appropriate understanding of Masonry and the lessons of each degree. 

THEREFORE IT IS MY OFFICIAL OPINION that the maximum number of 
candidates that can be examined in open lodge as a class shall not exceed five.

The Committee recommended that the opinion be approved. 
The Delegates approved the opinion. 


Proposed Amendments to The Code 
Amendment Group 1 

The following amendment has been proposed by the Board of Custodians 
This proposed addition is consistent with the rules governing the Official 
Standard of the Work and Vocabulary first promulgated as Rule 8 by the Board 
of Custodians at Raleigh, NC on December 19, 1945. A statement similar to this 
proposal is listed as Rule 6 in the current list of Rules governing the OSW and 
Vocabulary dated 2009. This would not apply to the Master Mason's degree 
since the brother would be a member and not a candidate. 


REG. 72-2 CANDIDATE MUST PASS PROFICIENCY. 


Before a candidate can be advanced to a higher degree, he shall be examined, as 
to his proficiency in the degree last taken In open lodge at a stated or emergent 
communication, labor being dispensed with if the lodge is open on a degree higher than 
that on which the candidate is being examined. The examination shall be conducted so 
that it can be heard by the brethren present. [45-16; 59-3.1; 71-8; 72-2.8; 73-8]. 


9. Neither the Official Standard of the Work nor the Vocabulary shall be used 
any time in coaching or instructing candidates. 


The Committee recommended that this amendment group be withdrawn. 
The Grand Master ordered withdrawn. 


Amendment Group 2 
The following amendment has been proposed by the Board of Custodians. 


This proposed change is to reflect the change in official Form 38 approved by 
the Board in 2007 to allow a Certified Instructor to also be allowed to instruct 
in the Lecture Service process. 
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CHAPTER 29 
Board of Custodians, Masonic Education, Lecture Service 
REG. 29-10 LECTURE SERVICE. 


5. No brother shall be authorized to instruct in the ritualistic work of 
the Grand Lodge Lecture Service unless he is a Certified Lecturer or 
Certified Instructor whose certificate as such is in full force and effect. 
This paragraph shall not apply to instruction of a lodge by any of its own 
members. [17-5.5]. 

The Committee recommended that the amendment group be adopted. 


The delegates adopted the amendment group. 


Amendment Group 3 
The following amendment has been proposed by Sparta Lodge No. 423. 
Reg. 82-2 


1. A lodge may hold a Masonic burial service over the ashes of a brother who 
has been cremated. if they are to be buried. 


The Committee recommended that the amendment group be adopted. 
The delegates adopted the amendment group. 


Amendment Group 4 
The following amendment has been proposed by Garland Lodge No. 664. 
REG. 55-2 OFFICER MUST PASS PROFICIENCY. No-member-of-adodge-shall 


Officers must pass proficiency. No member of a lodge shall be installed as an 
officer except the Treasurer, the Secretary, the Senior Deacon, the Junior Deacon, the 
Stewards, the Chaplain and the Tyler who has not made suitable proficiency in the 
catechism of the Third Degree and passed a satisfactory examination in open lodge, and 
such fact entered upon the minutes of the lodge. 


The Committee recommended that the amendment group be rejected. 


The Grand Master ordered this amendment group be returned to the committee for 
further review and editing and be reconsidered for the 2011 Communication. 


Amendment Group 5 
The following amendments have been proposed by the Code Commission. 
This amendment group would allow a lodge whose by-laws have been amended, 
after obtaining a dispensation from the Grand Master and upon meeting 
liability requirements to allow alcohol to be served at a non-Masonic function 
for which the building was rented. 
REG. 43-3 LIMITATIONS. 
Some, but not all, of the limitations of powers and authority of a subordinate lodge are 
as follows. [4-2; 4-6]. 


3. A lodge shall not, by any pretext, or for any purpose, or by any subterfuge 
introduce intoxicating liquors or beverages, or permit their use as a 
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beverage on any of its premises, during, or as a part of any Masonic 
function. Nor shall it rent any of its premises to any one who thereon sells 
or serves intoxicating liquors with the exception of a pharmacist unless 
permitted to do so by its by-laws and then only in strict compliance with 
the laws of the State of North Carolina.[43-7; 86-2.30; 86-2.31]. 


4. No lodge shall authorize, sponsor, sanction, hold, conduct or permit to be 
held in the name of Masonry any Masonic related meeting or gathering, 
for business, social or any other purpose where alcoholic beverages are 
permitted, served or consumed as a part of such meetings or gatherings. 
Lodges may permit rental of their facilities provided a Dispensation from the 
Grand Master is obtained prior to the event. The request for Dispensation 
is to be sent to the Grand Secretary and must be accompanied by such 
documentation as shall be required by the Lodge Service Commission. 


REG. 44-7 UNIFORM BY-LAWS. 
Article 25 


Section 1. The lodge shall not authorize, sponsor, sanction, hold, conduct or 
permit to be held in the name of Masonry any Masonic related meeting or gathering, 
for business, social or any other purpose where alcoholic beverages are permitted, 
served or consumed as a part of such meetings or gatherings. The lodge may permit 
rental of its facilities provided a Dispensation from the Grand Master is obtained prior 
to the event. The request for Dispensation is to be sent to the Grand Secretary and 
must be accompanied by such documentation as shall be required by the Lodge Service 
Commission. 


A substitute amendment was proposed on the floor amending the proposed amendment 
by requiring an off-duty police officer to be required to be present when a lodge is renting 
its property and alcohol will be present. 

The delegates rejected the substitute amendment. 

The Committee recommended that the original amendment group be adopted. 

The delegates rejected the amendment group. 


Amendment Group 6 


The following amendments have been proposed by the Stokes Lodge No. 32. 


This amendment addresses the problem many lodges face in obtaining reliable 
criminal background information on petitioners. Grand Lodge would have a 
professional vendor do the searches and charge a small fee for handling this for 
the lodge. Local law enforcement agencies are restricted on the assistance they 
can offer to committees of investigation. 


REG. 64-4 REFUNDS. 


The fee for initiation less the charge by the Grand Lodge for the Criminal Background 
check shall be promptly returned. 


REG. 65-8 FORWARDED TO GRAND SECRETARY. 


When a petition for degrees is received by a lodge, the Secretary shall, within five days 
after presenting and reading in open lodge at a stated communication, forward the 
original petition to the Grand Secretary. The Grand Secretary shall order a Criminal 
Background check of the petitioner, attach it, an invoice therefor, who shall attach 
thereto such record and information with respect to the petitioner as he may possess, 
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verify the appropriate membership of the recommenders and return the same with his 
record to the Secretary of the subordinate lodge within five days from its receipt by him. 
The cost as set forth in the invoice from the Grand Secretary shall be added to the fees 
for the degrees as provided for in Article 9, Section 1 of the uniform by-laws. [59-12.19; 
Official Form 49]. 


Reg. 44-7 

ARTICLE 9 

SECTION 1. The fees for the degrees in this lodge shall be _____________ dollars 
($ ), all of which must accompany the petition and be paid in full before the 
petition shall be received by the lodge plus the cost of the criminal background check 
assessed by the Grand Lodge. 

The Committee recommended that the amendment group be adopted.

Amendment Group 7 
The following amendments have been proposed by the Grand Secretary. 


REG. 75-16 MEMBER OF ANOTHER GRAND JURISDICTION. 


A Master Mason belonging to a lodge located outside of North Carolina who wishes 
to affiliate with a North Carolina lodge and maintain continuously affiliation, shall 
proceed by one of the following methods. 


1. He may file his Application for Affiliation accompanied by a written request 
or application to his lodge for a demit. 


A. He shall attach to his application a dues card, or a certificate of good 
standing under seal of the lodge of which he is a member showing that 
he is under no charges and that his dues are paid for not less than four 
two months in advance of the date of his application for affiliation 
together with his request or application for a demit. 


B. He must be elected to membership in the lodge to which he has made 
application within ninety days after the date of his application for 
affiliation or 30 days before the expiration of his dues receipt card. 


F. The brother shall become a member of that lodge as of the date of the 
demit, and the certificate of demit shall be canceled and filed with the 
application for affiliation. [75-14.1; Official Form 13]. 


G. If the applicant is rejected, or if he is not elected within the ninety 
days set forth in Subdivision 75-16.1.B above, his application shall be 
void and the receipt or certificate of good standing and the request or 
application for demit shall be returned to him. [75-14.1]. 


The Committee recommended that the amendment group be adopted. 
The delegates adopted the amendment group.

Remarks by Grand Master-Elect Lewis R. Ledford 


Brethren, 


Thank you my brethren. I am very honored and humbled by your 
vote. Thank you Most Worshipful Charles Lewis for your faith in me 
by your appointment in September 2003 to the Grand Lodge line. 


My first memories of this fraternity go back to a very young age, 
perhaps 4 or 5 years old In accompanying my father, who was a 
member of Bakersville 357, to a Masonic picnic atop Roan Mountain. 
And indeed my reason for joining this gentle craft was the favorable 
opinions that I began to form as an 11-year-old as I watched the 
Freemasons of a small mountain lodge come to visit and sit with my 
father during his 8-month decline with terminal pancreatic cancer. 
These were men that I later came to know to be the respected men 
of the community, and men that always seemed to have an especially 
kind word or pat on the shoulder for me as a kid growing up there. 
Obviously I later came to better understand why. 


Thus it was at an early age I decided I wanted to be a member 
of this organization. When my work considerations allowed It was 
Statesville 27 nearly 25 years ago where I became even more favorable 
in my views of our fraternity as I started this so called mystic journey, 
served as master, and made lifetime friends. Relocating to Raleigh 10 
years ago has limited my participation in Statesville 27, but I want 
to say thank you to the brethren in Statesville and that area for your 
continued support. 


As some of you know I have spent my professional career working 
with the North Carolina state parks system — from an entry-level 
ranger to serving as the director the last seven years. I began my 
35th year this month. I have had the good fortune with my vocation 
to see many of the beautiful places and natural resources of North 
Carolina and in doing so I have to become acquainted with a number 
of very fine people across this great State Including a number of you 
and many of the neighbors in your communities as we have worked to 
provide environmental education to the next generations, to provide 
quality outdoor recreational experiences...from the highest mountain 
in eastern America at Mount Mitchell, (where I lived and worked 
for five years) to the highest sand dune on the Atlantic Seaboard at 
Jockeys Ridge to conserving the natural resources of what Sir Walter 
Raleigh called North Carolina, when he described it as "this goodliest 
land!”

There's no doubt that many of you 
here today have that passion — you've committed considerable time 
and energy, to learn and improve yourselves as MW Tom Gregory 
reminded us yesterday. And what Grand Master Dill has challenged 
with us throughout this year relates to competency — to truly know 
and understand the teachings of our fraternity, The Code, and more, 
and to practice and abide by these precepts and teaching. You'll know 
as you hear some of the nominations that I have made for Grand 
Lodge committees and officers that I’ve given special consideration to 
nominating graduates of Wilkerson College — this program and the 
Warden Boot Camps are about being competent. It's also my sense 
that fellowship is a great part of our fraternity.

So In the 
coming year expect to hear me talking more about "truly believing and 
doing it right" and the great fellowship it provides.
